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TRICKY JOHN CHINAMAN 


HIS NEW SCHEME FOR GETTING 
INTO THE UNITED STATES. 


IN CANADA HE BECOMES NATURALIZED, 
PRESENTS HIMSELF AS A BRITISH 
SUBJECT, AND DEMANDS TREATY 
RIGHTS—HIS SCHEME WILL FAIL. 


Mowyrresy, March 30.—‘‘The Chinese must 
0,” is the cry of the laboring element, both in 
Canada andthe United States, and from what 
ean be learned here they are going as fast as 
they can, not back wherethey came from, but to 
the States. 

Up to afew months ago no one here had an 
idea thatthe United States Chinese Exclusion 
act could be evaded, but a smart lawyer got 
hold of the following clause in the Revised 
Btatutes of Canada, 1886, Chapter 113. 

Section & Any alien who within such limited time 
before taking the oaths or afiirmations of residence 
and allegiance, and procaring the same to be filed for 
record, and who has resided in Canada for a term not 
Jess than three years, or has been in tne rervice of 
the Governmentof Uanada, or of any of the Provinces 
of Canada, or of two or more such Governments, for 
a term of not less than three years, and intends when 
naturalized either to reside in Canada or to serve 
under the Government of Canada, or of the Govern- 
ment of one of the Provinces of Canada, or two or 
more such Governments, may take the oaths of resi- 
dence and allegiance or of service. 

This was thought to be enough for Chinamen 
to enter the United States on proving they had 
lived in Canada for three years. The result of 
this was thaton the 4th of January last Wong 
Crup In and Thug Wah Lung took out papers 
before the Clerk of the Crown. 

This, however did not give them their citizen- 
ship atonce. Their affidavits, oath of residence, 
oath of allegiance, and certificate must be filled 
up and sworn to, and presented in the Circuit 
Court, before one of the Judges of the Superior 


Court, at the beginning of the term. The name 
is then read, and, if no objections are made, on 
the last day of the term the applicant is made a 
British subject. 

The naturalization oath of residence is as fol- 
lows: 

“I do swear that in the period of —— years 
eceemns this date I have resided —— years in the 

minion of Canada, with intent to settle therein, 
without having been during such —— years a stated 
resident in any foreign country, 80 help me God.” 

The oath of allegiance is: 

“I do sincerely promise and swear that I will be 
faithful and bear true allegiance to her Majesty 
Queen Victoria, aslawfal sovereign of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and ireland und of the 
Dominion of Canada, dependent on and belonging to 
the said kingdom, and that I will defend hor to the 
utmost of my power against all traitorous conspira- 
cies or attempts whatsoever which shall be made 
against her person, crown, and dignity, and that I 
will do my utmost endeavor to disclose and make 
known to her Majesty, her heirs, or successors, all 
treasons or traitorous conspiracies and attempts 
which shall be known to be against her or any of 
them, and all this I do swear withont any equivoca- 
tion, mental evasion, or secret reservation, 80 help 
me God.” 

The certificate ia: 

“I do certify that —, an alien, on the —— day of 
—., subscribed and took before me the oaths of resi- 
dence apdaliegiance authorized by the eighth sec 
tion of the Naturalization act, and therein swear toa 
residence in Canada of —— years; that 1 have reason 
to believe, and do believe, that the said ——, within 
the period of —— years preceding the said day, has 
beena resident within Cauada for —— years; that 
the said —— isa person of good Character, and that 
there exists to my knowledge no reason why the 
said —— should not be granted all the rights and ca- 
pacities of a natural born British subject.” : 

All the above must be taken before a Commis- 
sioner authorized to take oaths under the 
Naturalization act, who is to hold an investiga- 
tion in each case, after which, under Section 
43, Chapter 113, Revised Statutes, he is entitled 
to all the rights and privileges of a British sub- 

t. 
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This is where the advisers of the Chinese 
think they can overcome the American law of 
exclusion. But this is doubted by four Judges 
of the courts here, who, when the case was 
calted to their attention yesterday, said that the 
naturalization law demands that a would-be 
citizen should remain in this country. He can, 
however, travel in foreign countries. The 
Judges refused to speak, as the cases may come 
before the courte of Canada. 

Mr. sicotte, the Clerk of the Crown, said to- 
day that he had received two more applications 
from Chinamen, Sam Cam and Lee Too, who 
wanted to become citizens, and that nine others 
had been made citizens here since vhe first of 
the year. In other districts the applications 
‘were more numerous. 

The cost of citizenshipis from 80 cents, for 
paper, to whatever charges the lawyers wish to 
make. The Chinese are attempting to cross the 
lines. On Thursday last three—Bing Ku, Chin 
Wing, and Nug Sam—appeared at the American 
Consulate and presented certificates of natural- 
ization’ as British subjects, requesting that the 
signature of the Clerk be accepted by the 
Consul as correct. 

Consul General Knapp at once realized that 
the case was one Which might have a very in- 

rtant effect on the future immigration of 

hinese to the United States, and so took im- 
mediate steps to have the case fully presented 
te the Treasury Department A decision ar- 
rived that the immigration laws might not be 
Violated. He notified the proper authorities at 
Washington and the Chinamen were stopped at 
Ritchford, Vt., and the facts of the case commu- 
nicated to the Collector at Burlington, who sent 
areport to the Treasury. He also asked a de- 
cision as to whether they had a right to enter or 
not. In the meantime the Celestials were not al- 
lowed to go any further. 

Censul General Knapp was seen this after- 
noon by THE Timxs’s correspondent in regard to 
the case. As the matteris under consideration 
atthe Treasury Department, he could not ex- 
press an opinion on the outcome pending de- 
cision, as this is contrary torules. He has sent 
afull report of the case and the Canadian laws 
bearing thereon to the proper officials at Wash- 
ington. 

He had inquired into the question pretty thor- 
oughly, and was of the opinion that the Cana- 
dian Court officials, in issuing the naturalization 
papers to these Chinamen, bad acted in absolute 
ood faith, and thatihey had noideaof attempt- 
ng toaid the Chinamen in effeeting an entry 
into the United States. 

The naturalization laws of Canada provided 
that aliens, to become citizens, must have re- 
sided three years in the country, and must take 
oath that they intend to reside in British 
possessions in the future, or in the service of 
the Government. He believed, however, that 
these Chinamen had no intention of remaining 
in this country, but ee ool took out the papers’ 
for the purpose of effecting an entrance into the 
United States, and thatif this were,continued, 
grave abuses might creep in. 

An American officer now in the Canadian 
service called the correspondent’s attention to 
the fact that, if under the treaty British Chinese 
were allowed to enter the United States, the 
three-years residence clause did not amount to 
anything, as there was nothing to stop one 
trom going over the lines with the papers after- 
ward, sending them back and another one 
coming over, only taking the previous one to 
use the same in the papers, as there is no 
description whatever in the papers of the party 
naturalized, 

The Canadian Government have now under 
consideration a bill to increase the head tax on 
Chinese from #50 to $100, which will doubtless

The feeling here is that if the American 
Government stops these British subjeots from 
entering the States, the Canadian Government 
will uot interfere, as neither nation wants them. 
The decision of the Treasury Department is 
awaited with intervst. 

OTTawa, Ontario, March 30.—Mr. Gordon, M. 
P. of British Columbia, has introduced a bill in 


Parliament to amend the Chinese act. The 
Measure provides that the number of Chinese 
immigrants allowed to land in Canada shall be 
Testricted to one for every one hundred tons of 
the registered tonnage of the vessel in which 
they come, instead of one for every fifty tons, as 
at present. 

Return certificates for Chinese leaving the 
eountry will not be issued except for four 
months after the act goes into operation.

WASHINGTON, Mareh 30.—Assistant Secretary 
Spaulding issued an arder to-day reducing the 


compensation of Chinese immigrant inspectors, 
about twenty in number, from $4 and $5 a day 
to $3 a day. 

This action is in consequence of the expense 
incurred in the deportation of Chinese from San 
Francisco to China, which has been much 
greater than was anticipated. 

It costs $51 foreach Chinaman so deported, 
and there were so many of them that the serv- 
ice has made serious inroads on the special ap- 
propriation of $60,000 for the execution of the 
restriction laws. 





THE MINNESOTA DEMOCRATS.

THE CONVENTION TO-DAY MAY NOT BE 
SO HARMONIOUS AS EXPECTED. 


St. Paur, March 30.—Disquieting rumors 
were floating about the hotels this evening to 
the effect that to-morrow’s Democratic State 
Convention would not be so unanimous and 
harmonious as had been expected. Contesting 
delegations have come in from Dodge and Mor- 
rison Counties, and twoor three other splits are 
reported. Besides this, it is stated that J. K. 
Thornton of Watonman County, who has al- 
ways opposed Cleveland, will head a revolt 
against the ex-President, and it is claimed that 
he will de supported in his movement by the 
delegates from Brown, Washington, Todd, and 


Murray Counties, and portions of the delega- 
tions from St.-Paul and Minneapoli-. 

The movement is not in favor of Hill, as he is 
considered a “‘dead duck” so far as Minnesota 
is concerned, but for some Western man, proba- 
bly Palmer of Illinois, although the ‘* kickers” 
have not definitely decided. Itis difficult to 
guess What the strength of this combination is, 
butitis certain that it has stirred the State 
Committee to a great deal of activity in the past 
few hours. Chairman Campbell, who is an ar- 
dent supporter of Cleveland, said this evening: 
“TIdon’t know how formidable this eleventh- 
hour movement is, but I cannot conceive how it 
is to do much toward the overthrow of Mr. 
Cleveland’s friends. I have heard there was a 
good deal of insincerity in some quarters, butit 
would be a remarkable thing for a convention of 
450 delegates, 413 of whom come to St. Paul 
with instructions for Cleveland, to decide finally 
in favor of another man.” 

The delegates at large have been agreed upon. 
They are Lewis Baker, editor of the Globe; 
Philip Winston, Mayor of Minneapolis; Thomas 
Wilson, ex-Congressman from the First District, 
and Michael Doran, Minnesota’s National Com- 
mitteeman. As soon as the resolutions are 
adopted and the Congressional districts have 
agreed on the other fourteen delegates, the 
Cleveland men will spring a resolution instruct- 
ing the eighteen delegates to yote for Cleveland 
first, last, and all the time. 





BULKELEY'S MAN DEFEATED. 


A CRUSHING BLOW AT .RING RULE IN 
HARTFORD, CONN, 


HARTFORD, Conn., March 30,—In the largest 
Republican caucus ever held in this city Mayor 
Henry C. Dwight was renominated this even- 
ing, receiving 1,309 out of a total vote of 1,916. 
For weeks there has been a factional fight here 
over this nomination, Alderman McGovern be- 
ing the favorite of the party machine. 

Joseph L. Barbour presided to-night and 
Postmaster E. B. Bennett acted as Secretary 
of the caucus. The ball was opened by United 
States Circuit Judge Shipman, who placed the 


name of Dwight in nomination. Gov. Bulke- 
ley nomiuated Alderman McGovern, and for an 
hour and a half the two factions contended 
for supremacy. Noone during the struggle be- 
lieved that McGovern’s forces could be so suc- 
cessfully routed. The announcement of the 
vote was received with deafening cheers, and 
Gov. Bulkeley had the selection of Dwight 
made unanimous. The candidacy of Alderman 
MeGovern has aroused public opposition to the 
extreme, and hundreds of citizens were present 
to-night who never have shown their faces ut 
the primaries before. The defeat will be con- 
sidered as the overthrow of ring rule in the city. 
The Democratic nomination will be made to- 
morrow night. Alderman George Ulrich is 
practically sure of the nomination now that the 
tepublicans have carried the field for Dwight.

Boston, March 30.—The People’s Party met 
in State Convention at Faneuil Hall at 2 o’clock 
to-day to elect delegates to a National Conven- 
tion to be held in Omaha July 4, which will 
nominate candidates for President and Vice 
President. There was little enthusiasm. When 
G. F. Washburn, the Chairmar of the State 


Committee, callec the convention toorder, there 
were less than 100 delegates aud spectators in 
the hall. 

EL. G. Brown of Charlestown, the Secre- 
tary of the State Committee, and one of the 
enthusiastic admirers of the People’s Party 
movement, was made Chairman. Mr. Brown 
made along address. The six candidates who 
appeared on the State Committee last Fall and 
the Chairman and the Secretary of the State 
Central Committee were chosen delegates at 
large to Omaha. The list is as follows: Henry 
Winn, Herbert MoIntosh, Thomas A. Watson, J. 
D. Cadle, William J. Shields, W. O. Wakefield, 
G. F. Washburn, and E. Gerry Brown. 

Among those chosen by districts, to each of 
which four delegates were allowed, were the 
names of nany Well-known social reformers, in- 
cluding Edward Bellamy of Chicopee and Linn 
Boyd Porter of Cambridge.

A BAD BOSTON HOTEL FIRE 


THREE GUESTS INJURED IN THEIR 
EFFORTS TO ESCAPE. 


EXIT BY THE STAIRS CUT OFF—A FIRE 
ESCAPE DOES GOOD SERVICE—FIRE- 
MEN NEARLY SUFFOCATED—THE 
ADAMS HOUSE IN DANGER. 


Boston, March 30.—Clark’s Hotel, on Wash- 
ington Street, was badly damaged by fire, which 
broke out at 4 o'clock this morning. The 
guests, of whom there were 140 in the house, 
awoke to find themselves enveloped in smoke, 
became panic-stricken, and three of them were 
injured. They are Ernest W. Perry of Leomin- 
ster, Mass., broken rib, internal injuries, scalp 
wound, and badly burned; Thomas W. South- 
worth of Cambridgeport, legs broken, and a man 
named Stockwell of Laconia, N. H.,one leg 
broken. A number of other guests were 
bruised. 

The fire started in the engine room in the rear 
of the basement, but how is as yet unknown. 
Ropes, with attachments for sliding down, were 
in the rooms, but the guests were too bewildered 
to use them. 

Exit by the stairways was cut off by the thiok 
smoke, which, by the time the slumbering occu- 
pants of the building were aroused, was well 
mixed with flames. A rush was made for tho 


fire escapes on Avery Place. It was some 
minutes before the excited throng could get the 
escape in working order, and then commenced 
the scramble down the rounds. It was during 
this descent that Mr. Perry was hurt. He 
swung himself out of the window of his room on 
the top floor on the life-saving rope, but his 
hands were unable to support his weight, and 
he fell to the roor of the restaurant. 

While rushing about in search of an exit from 
the burning building, Mr. Southworth mistook 
the opening of the elevator wall and fell three 
atories, lighting on the top of the eleyator, 
where he was found inf an unconscious condl- 
me by the firemen when they got into the 

ace. 

So rapidly did the flames spread that it was 
impossible for the guests to save anything, 
some of them barely having enuvugh time to 
dress. In the attics were six chambermaids, 
who were with some difficulty rescued by the 
firemen and assisted down the ladders to the 
street. 

In the Adams House, adjoining the burning 
building, nearly 500 guests were asleep at the 
time of the breaking out of the fire. They were 
promptly aroused, and ever reparation was 
made for removing them and their eifects in the 
eveut of the fire penetrating the heavy partition 
wall. Mr. George Hall, the proprietor of the 
house, at once threw open his doors to the 
guests of Clark’s Hotel 

Alonzo Spear, a drummer for a New-York 
house, occupied Room 14. He rushed outin 
trousers, shirt, and stockings, leaving behind his 
shoes and vest, containing a pocketbook and 

25, which were consumed. William Revere, a 

ruminer for a New-Haven firm, endeavored to 
make his way to the head of the stairs by feel- 
ing along the walls. When nearly overcome by 
the stifling air he tripped and fell. Fortunately, 
he was at the time near the hoad of the stairs, 
andin attempting to regain his feet fell down 
the stairs, and was found in an insensible con- 
dition. He was removed to the outerair and 
s00n recovered. 

George A. Bushnell narrowly escaped as- 
phyxiation. He gotout with only a nixhtshirt 
on, and after beiug resuscitated was provided 
by one of the hotel porters with some clothing. 

William J. Dinemore, aregular guest of the 
house, is a dealer in society regalias, and esti- 
mates his loss in samples at $2,000. 

Albert Harding of Kast Bridgewater, the oc- 
cupant of Room 46, is given the credit of being 
the man who opened the avenue of escape for 
the frightened guests. He was held out of the 
window by his legs while he opened the fire es- 
cape. 

A number of guests in the burned portion of 
the hotel lost their personal effects. 

The basement and ofiice floors were entirely 
destroyed, and the roomsand corridors sur- 
rounding the atr and light well were badly dam- 
aged. The annex of the hotel was not damaged. 
The building isowned by Edwert’ sneen”~Phe 
loss on the building is estimated at $25,000. 
The lessee, Marcus C. Clark, suffers a loss of 
$20,000; insured. Charles Green & Co., tailors, 
585 Washington Street, lose from $5,000 to 
$10,000 by smoke and water; partly insured. 

During the fire four members of Ladder Com- 

any No. 8 had narrow escapes from death. 
While fighting the fire in the basement, the 
flames suddenly burst forth on the flooring over- 
head and hemmed them in, the thick voluinesof 
black smoke threatening to smother them. The 
firemen on the outside brought four lines of 
hose to bear on the flames, and the imprisoned 
firemen were finally pulled out through a base- 
ment window, almost unconscious from smoke. 
They quickly recovered when brought to the air. 

Three men of Engine No. 26, Lieut. Garrity, 
and Hosemen MoMegan and Dacey, were pre- 
cipitated into the front basement by the giving 
way of the grating protecting the basement 
window. The — was a mass of roaring 
flames, and for a minute it seemed as though the 
men must perisa. They were rescued, however, 
in an exhausted condition.

OF STEAMBOAT

DRIVE NON-UNION ENGINEERS 
FROM WESTERN RIVERS. 


8ST. Lours, March 30.—A general strike of the 
marine engineers, firemen, roustabouts, and 
longshoremen will begin to-morrow, and sev- 
eral thousand men will be idle. 

The alleged grievances are various. Un- 
skilled laborers, such as roustabouts and long- 


shoremen, complain of the insufficient wages 
and long hours. The firemen want increased 
pay, and the engineefs want to drive non- 
union men off ali river lines, their efforts being 
particularly directed against the Upper Missis- 
sippi and Teunessee River boats. 

On Tuesday the crew of the Anchor Line boat 
City of Cairé deserted her just as she was pull- 
ing out, and only three men were left to mauage 
the boat as far as Cairo. The walk-out was 
caused by a negro roustabout, who came aboard 
flourishing a pistol and making an excited 
harangue. 

The American Federation of Labor promptly 
disclaimed auy intention of forcing a atrike 
upon tie Anchor Line, and wired to Cairo to 
— acrew in readiness for the aYrival of the 

oat. 

This is the first strike of the kind on Western 
waters. The boat owners say they will pay no 
attention to it, but willlay up their boate if it 
becomes necessary.

LAUNCH OF THE LILAC. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 30.—The stee)] sateam- 
er Lilac, the first Goverpment vessel built on 
the lakes since the war, was launched atthe 
Globe Irou Works: here this afternoon. She its 
for lighthouse service in the kirst District, and 
Commander Frank Wildesof Portland, Me., who 
came on to witness the launch, is delighted 
with her. 

The Lilac is 155 feet over all, 2642 feet beum, 
and 15 teet mvuided depth. She will carry two 
pole spars, and will be ready for the sea in a 
lew weeks. 

Among those present at the launeh were

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CULLOM OUT OF THE KEACE, 


HE WRITES A LETTER IN WHICH HE 
FAVORS MR. HARRISON. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Mr. Cullom has seen 
the band wagon and he has “lit on.” What 
was spoken of with grave consideration as his 
**boom "has been wiped out by his own act, 
The only man who has about as little 
capital to keep himself in the field is 
in the other party, and if that man had as much’ 
sense as Shelby M. Cullom, David B. Hill would 
to-morrow follow Cullom’s example and write a 
letter, as Cullom has to-night, withdrawing all 


pretension to a nomination and olearing the 
way for the inevitable candidate of his party. 

The Cullom candidacy has been a thing of 
feeble growth. It had not the approval of the 
press of his own State. It met with no recep- 
tion out of Illinois. All that it has seemed to 
stand for here in Washington was the Senatorial 
opposition to the President. 

Mr. Cullom is entitled to an apology for the 
liberty that has been taken in using his name, 
even for comparison with that of D. B. Hill. 
Mr. Cullom is an attentive, useful, and industri- 
ous member of the body in which he is serving. 
He is not ashamed to attend to the work to 
which he bas been assigned, and, with wide 
knowledge of public affairs, he has integrity, 
independence, and intelligence. He is nota 
charlatan or a peanut politician, and he has 
never been so deeply infatuated with the search 
for the Presidency that he was tempted to hunt 
for it with a brass band and a “ tank.” 

Coming upon the reports, very amusing and 
incredible, that have been printed here and else- 
where recently, that Hurrison will not take the 
nomination at Minneapolis, unless it shall be 
offered with “substantial unanimity,” this 
passing of Cullom may be opportune in leading 
Mr. Harrison to change his mind. In spite of 
the reports concerning the desire of Harrison 
that he should be presented the nomination on 
a gold plate and by acclamation it is believed 
that he would take it evenif there were votes 
in opposition to him. 

While the last Scnatorial candidate has with- 
drawn there is still some Senatorial indifference. 
One Senator, who was complaining a day or 
two ago about the course of the Kepuplicans

SANDWICH ISLANDS CABLE, 


THE THETIS PREPARING TO TAKE UP 
THE WORK OF SURVEY. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The Thetis is expect- 
éd to sail from San Francisco, in about a week, 
for Honolulu, to lay down two lines connecting 
the Pacific coast with some point tn the Ha- 
waiian Islands. The Albatrop commenced the 
work and went so far as to make soundings over 
and back, when it was decided that she would 
be more valuable in Bering Sea, and the instru- 
ments and apparatus for sounding have to be 
transferred to the Thetis, a proceeding that will 
delay the work, for the Thetis is not a vessel so 


well fitted for this class of service as the Alba- 
tross. 

The results of the soundings of the Albatross 
have been reported fullvin these dispatches, 
and the Thetis will follow the same general 
direction, filling in whereit seems to be need- 
eato ascertain more definitely the nature of 
the bottom of the Pacific. In the final plotting 
of the survey, the lines laid down by the Alba- 
tross, and the Thetis will be considered in con- 
——- with the much earlier one laid down 

»y the Tuscarora. The Thetis will start from 
Point Conception and finish its survey at the 
Hawalian end at Hilo. 

Careful thermometrital observations will be 
made of the sea’s bottom as the vessel pro- 
gresses, as the character of the temperature has 
much to do witlt the life and preservation of a 
cable. It was found that the temperature of the 
Pacifico was very uniform below a thousand 
fathoms, the average being 36°, while in the At- 
lantic it goes as far down as 33°. The Thetis is 
expected to complete its work in about six 
weeks and then the Hydrographic Oftice will 
begin its charts, which will serve as a basis for 
the recommendation of the Navy Department 
tor tie line which may oneday connect this con- 
tinent with the islands in the Pacific.

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AGENT DINKELSPIEL FAILS 


THE RESULT OF AN EXTRAV- 
AGANT LIFE, 


QUEER METHODS OF A FORMER LONDON 
AGENT OF THE NEW-YORK LIFE— 
LIABILITIES AND ASSETS — GAM- 
BLING AND LUXURIOUS HABITS. 


LONDON, March 30.—William Dinkelapiel, 
formerly an agent of the New-York Life Insur- 
ance Company, who gained notoriety at De- 
troit, in connection with his insurance methods, 
and who started in business here, has failed 
with liabilities amounting to /227,000. His as- 
sets are not worth £2. At a meeting held by 
the creditors Dinkelspiel ascribed his insolvency 
to his heavy expenses, the éxorbitant interest 
he was compelled to pay, and to his losses at 
gambling. Dinkelspiel came to England only 
in 1890, without capital, and yet he had con- 
tracted heavy liabilities, largely the result of 
extravagance. 

His solicitor asked that a long adjournment 
be taken to enable him to earn money to satisfy 
his creditors, but a resolution was passed to 
force Dinkelspiel into bankruptoy. 

Among the creditors is a dressmaker. Her 
claim is for £400, for dresses supplied to Din- 
kelspiel’s wife. The household and personal ex- 
penses of Dinkelspiel amountedto £7,000, and 
his gambling losses to £2,000. He spent £1,300 
for jewelry last year. Most of this jewelry was 
subsequently pawned. 

Dinkelspiel stated that he was the agent of a 
large company. He had a shabby oftice in Queen 
Victoria Street, with a sign on the door, read- 
ing: ‘* William Dinkelspiel, Agent.’ 

Baron von Stern, member of Parliament for 
the Stowmarket Division of Suffolk, is among 
the creditors. He has a claim of £4,000 against 
Dinkelspiel. 

Col. Tully, proprietor of the Insurance Review, 
said to-day that Dinkelspiel succeeded in doing 
a large business in England. It is understood 
that large premiums had to be returned on his 
business by the London manager of the New- 
York Life after Dinkelspiel had drawn his com- 
mission, for which the manager was responsi- 
ble. 

The creditors, besides Baron Stern, include 
Col. North, the Nitrate King, $10,000; Sir Will- 
iam Farmer, $9,030: Fisher Smith, London man- 
ager, $15,000; 8S. MaoLeay, London, $32,500; J. 
8. Brown, Pittsburg, Penn., $2,065; Peter Dol- 
lar, livery stable keeper, $375; International 
Fur Stores, $375; Redfern, tailor, $175; Mime. 
Schwabe, court dressmaker, $2,400. 

Dinkelspiel’s method was to get some provin- 
cial man to insure, as a decoy duck, on a prom- 
ise of insurance for nothing, if he allowed his 
name to be used. He livedinthe West End in 
luxury. 


The name and fame of the Dinkelspiel family 
became familiar to newspaper readers several 
months ago in the course of THE TIMES'S ex- 
posure of William H. Beers’s mismanagement 
of the New-York Life Insurance Company. 
William Dinkelspiel was then, and is now, o 
warm personal friend of Beers, and Samuel 
Dinkelspiel, his brother, was a still warmer 
friend of the President. Both owed their ap- 
pointments as the company’s agents to Beers, 


and both were permitted to become heavily in- 
debted to the company and to everybody olse 
by virtue of their intimate relations with “the 
old man.” 

Samuel Dinkelspiel, or ‘Sam Lewis,” as he is 
better known, was pickes up by Beers several 
ears ago, when his career in Louisville and 

ontreal was most notorious. He was made a 
special agent, with unlimited resourves and 
with a roving commission, under which he trav- 
eled all over the country, swindling almost 
everybody with whom be did business. Finally 
he was forced to flee to England, where is he now 
with his brother, the bankrupt. The fall of both 
these persons may be traced directly to the fall 
of Beers himself, without whom it was impossi- 
ble to make further demands on the New-York 
Life’s treasury. 

The brothers Dinkélspiel are a very clover 
air of swindlers. Both are tall and erect, with 
eavy black mustachios and agreeable manners. 
Both are extremely fastidious in matters of 
dress, and both are very lavish in money 
matters. A smoother palr of gamblers has 
never been seen at the races in this neighvor- 
hood, where their faces are familiar to all the 
habitués. ‘“‘Sam’” Dinkelspiel is the man who 
won $25,000 on a single rave at Saratoga in the 
season of 1888, and who presented the lucky 
ockey with $5,000 in cash in recognition of his 

orsemanship. His bome in Madison Avenue, 
which he obtained from the New York Life 
through President Beers, has seen many 4 
revelry presided over by himself and by his 
brother, the now bankrupt William. 

Mrs. William Dinkelspiel, whose gowns and 
eee. have contributed largely to her hus- 
and’s bankruptcy, if his statements are to be 
trusted, is well known in this city, where che 
and Mrs. “Sam” Dinkelspiel acquired consid- 
erable notoriety in the haloyon days of the 
Beers ring. Sheis petite and vivacious and a 
pronounced blonde. Her maiden name was 
Henderson and her home was in Savannah. It 
was while she wasinthis city studying music 
under the care of her mother that she met and 
married the oily William. She was then sev- 
enteen years old. Subsequently she became 
very popular at the Summer resorts, notably 
at long Branch and at Saratoga, where the no- 
torious E. Berry Wall was at one time her de- 
voted admirer. While —— the Summer at 
these plaves, Mrs. Dinkelspiel drove well-ap- 
pointed equipages, with blooded horses, liveried 
coachmen, and footmen of dazzling splendor. 
Since the removal of the Dinkelspiels to Lon- 
don their extravagant tastes have in no way 
abated, and on the occasion of the annual visit 
of Mr. Beers to London, he was always eunter- 
tained at their home.

Meininger troupe from Germany, which is 
making a tour of America, was in Judge Wall- 
ber’s court to-day to witness the trial of their 
manager, Max Schiller, charged with an as- 
sault on Gustav Kobert, one of the company’s 
stars, which took place behind the scenes at the 
Davids Theatre Sunday night. 

Kobert testitied that Schiller had used an 
objectionable expression to the entire troupe and 
when asked what he meant Schiller caligd him 
a “miserable comedian” and an “idiot.”

RHODE ISLAND SATURDAY. 

PROVIDENCE, R. L, March 30.—The grandest 
political demonstration ever held in the State 
of Rhode Island occurred here to-night, when 
the Democratic clubs of Providence held a 
united rally and mass meeting at Infantry Hall.

THE SITUATION IN NEBRASKA.

EVEN THE FREE-SILVER DEMOCRATS 
ARE IN FAVOR OF CLEVELAND. 


LINCOLN, Neb., March 30.—The Demoorats of 
Nebraska were never in such a state of turmoil 
and uncertainty. The State Convention to se- 
lect delegutes to Chicago is called for April 
13. The committee stated in the call that the 
convention would choose the entire sixteen del- 
egates to whioh the State is entitled. ‘This has 
excited a good deal of resentment, and several 
of the District Committees are proceeding with 
their conventions, and will elect their own dele- 
gates without reference to the State Convention. 

To add to the confusion and complication, 
there is a very bitter silver and anti-silver fight 


on. The last two State Conventions adopted 
platforms in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. Congressman Bryan, who is 
the idol of the party in the State, as well as in 
his own district, is an avowed free-silver cham- 
pion, but most of the old leaders are op- 
posed to the sifver craze, as they call it, 
and are bending all their influence, arts, and 
energy to prevent the adoption ofa silver 
plank this time. While they do not represent 
the majority, they are full of resources. and 
may carry their point, whioh, of course, in- 
cludes the election of a delegation to Chicago 
favorable to the single standard. There is at 
this time no forecasting the result of the 
struggle. 

Cleveland is, oddly enough, the favorite of the 
greater portion of these free-silver Democrats. 
They believe him to be honest, and they have 
honored him so long as the leader of the party 
that they still adhere to him, notwithstanding 
they differ from him on the silver question. 

lt is not probable that the delegution will be 
solid for any candidate, unless New-York should 
indicate a willingness to accept Cleveland. In 
that case be would be -its unanimous choice. 
Boles of Iowa has some friends who are 
liable to be elected delegates. Of these 
Congressman Bryan is the leader. Gov. 
Boyd and Congressman Bryan will doubtless 
both be members of the delegation, but 
beyond them there is as yet nothing on which 
to detinitely add a single name. Candidates are 
numerous, but few counties have held conven- 
tions, and any attempt to make a lat would 
only be to mislead. The chances for the prefer- 
ences of the delegation are about in this order:

THE DISTINGUISHED LAWYER RE: 
FUSES TO BE BULLDOZED. 


HE TELLS THE COMMITTEE WHY MAY- 
NARD SHOULD BE REMOVED, IN 
SPITE OF THE EFFORTS OF COUNSEL 
TO PREVENT HIM. 


ALBANY, March 30.—The historical pages of 
the Empire State have never been so disgrace- 
fully blotted as during the last two days, when, 
under the counsel of two Police Court 
lawyers, who have carried all the manners 
ot pettifoggers with them, a joint com- 
mittee, consisting of the two most important 
Committees of the Legislature, has lem 
itself to proceedings that were as un- 
becoming as they were scandalous. Nine 
patriotio men, governed by no other considera- 
tion than that they had learned, upon as care- 
ful an investigation as experienced and upright 
lawyers could make, that a Judge of the high- 
est courtin the State had committed an act 
for which culprits of less influence had done 
time in jail, have been exposed to the most in- 
decent attacks, have had their motives im-~ 
pugned, their characters assailed with all the 
venom and virulence that are seen daily in the 
Tombs Police Court or the Albany Special Ses- 
sions. 

David B. Hill and his friends showed rare 
judgment in bringing in as counsel for the Sen- 
ate and Assembly Judiciary Committees dele- 
gated to investigate the charges made by the 
New- York Bar Association against Judge May- 
nard such men as District Attorney Ridgway of 
Kings and ex-District Attorney Reilly of Albany 
to examine such keen, shrewd, experienced, 
and brainy lawyers as Wheeler H. Peckham, 
Frederic R. Coudert, Clifford A. Hand, and 
Albert Stickney. It was an instance where the 
witnesses had the brains, the counsel the ig- 
norance. 

As in yesterday’s proceedings, Maynard’s 
name Was scarcely used to-day. So far as heis 
concerned, the investigation is a roaring farce. 
The entire machinery of this great State has 
been turned, under the direction of Hill and 
his poor dupe, Maynard, to persecute the cour- 
ageous men who, to preserve the integrity of 
the bench and bar, have made this 
fight against him. <Any one, to listen 
to the remarks of counsel, would im- 
agine that Maynard is a  white-robed 
innocent, that he never robbed the mails, that 
he was governed by the highest, most patriotic 


motives, and that men like Wheeler H. Peck- 
ham, James ©. Carter, Frederico R. CUoudert, 
Albert Stickney, Elihu Root, and Randolph 
Robinson, passed their time on dark nights, 
standing in alleyways, with sharpened dirks to 
stab character and destroy innocent lives. 

The comnmiuttee—or its counsel, for the counsel 
run the committee—made no headway to-day. 
They examined Mr. Coudert, Mr. Carter, and 
Mr. Hand. Mr. Reilly, with the airs of a police 
court lawyer, attempted to browbeat and buily 
Mr. Coudert to an extent which aroused the 
disgust and indignation of Democratic Senators 
who were in attendance, and which brought a 
protest from the witness himself, wha 
throughout bore himself with that courtesy 
that is only foundin the thorough gentloman.

They got as much satisfaction out of to-day’s 
witnesses as they got out of Mr. Peckham yes- 
terday. Every witness has declared that hoe 
never encountered the expert ballot purloiner 
in anv one of the Sugar Trust suits, either in 
Washington or Albany.

THE BAR ASSOCIATION’S DUTY. 


AS ABLY DESCRIBED BY GROVER CLEVE- 
LAND NINE YEARS AGO, 


ALBANY, March 30,—There seems to be an im- 
pression here among legislators and Democratic 
politicians generally, that the New-York Bar 
Association has interfered, without warrant, in 
investigating the serious charges against Judge 
Maynard. Even in New-York this position was 
assumed by the Tammany people and some of 
their lawyers. 

It is agreeable to know thatsome of the Demo- 
cratic Governors of the State during the past 
few, years—all of them, except the incumbent, 
lawyers of good position—lave not agreed with 
this opinion. Some of them have seemed to 
} think that the bar of thé State formed iteelf 
into an association for some other purpose than 
pleasure. In January, 1883, when that dis- 
tinguished lawyer, Elliott F. Shepard, was still 
in such active practice that he could be allowed 
to assume the managementof the State Bar Asso- 
ciation, he took Lord Chief Justice Coleridge 
with him to an annual meeting of his association 
held here. The Governor of the State then 
was Grover Cleveland, now better known to 
fame than he was then. He wgs asked to pre- 
side overthe meeting of the ussociation, and 


did so for an hour orse. In taking the chair he 
made a brief address, in which he indulged in 
some of that plainness of speech now recognized 
as one of his most striking traits. Among other 
things he said: ° 

“ From the outside world I come within the grate- 
ful circle of professional life to say to you that mucn 
is to be done before the bar of this State will, in all 
its parts, be what we all could wish. We hold honor- 
able places, hut we hold places of power—if well 
used, to save our fellows; if prostituted and badly 
used, to betray and destroy. It seems to me that a 
profession so - and nobiein all the purposes of its 
existence should be only high and noble 1n allits re- 
sults.

“An association like this to be really usefal must 
be something more than a society devoted to lauda 
tion of the profession. it should have duties to . 
form earnest in (heir nature, and not the less boldly 
met because they are disagreeable. Those who steal 
our livery to aid them in the commission of crime 
should be detected and exposed, and this association 
or branches of it sheuld have watchmen on the 
walls to protect the honor and fair fame of the bar 
of the State. 

“Your words are fair when, in your constitution, 
you declare the objects of this association to be ‘to 
elevate the standard of integrity, honor, and cour- 
tesy of the legal profession,’ and [ have no doubt you 
have done much in this direction; but I hope I may 
be pardoned for reminding you here that frequently, 
to insure health and vigor, the bad, diseased limbs of 
the tree must be lopped oif.”’

THE MADISON AVENUE BILL. 


JOHN M. BOWERS TELLS HOW IT WILL 
AFFECT RAPID TRANSIT. 


The passage Tuesday by the Senate of the 
bill to prohibit the Rapid-Transit Commission- 
ers from building a tunnel under Madison Aye- 
nue has been the cause of some disturbance 
among the Commissioners themselves, John 
M, Bowers, counsel for the commigsion, said 
yesterday that an amendment to the bill 
would be introduced, The amendment would 
provide that the Commissioners should have 
power to abandon those portions of the 
route which, in their judgment, ought to 
be abandoned on account of the exemp- 
tion of Madison Avenne, and to offer such 
portions for sale. Mr. Bowers said that under 
present arrangements, the rapid-transit acheme 
had a spur of the road from Union Square and 
another bit in Westchester, the central and con- 


necting link between the two parts of the east 
side route being+knocked out by the Madison 
Avenue provision. The board would offer these 
two parts for sale on account of the missing 
link. ‘*Weshali endeavor to amend,” he said, 
“and by amendments will probably be able to 
do something.” 

It was stated yesterday that the sale of the 
franchise of these two porsions would give a 
rapid-transit read on the east side along the 
route of the New-York Central, on open iron 
and steel viaducts. 

At the meeting to-morrow the question will 
be discussed, and some measures may be taken. 
There is a plan to build a viaduct road through 
the blocks parallel to Madison Avenue, but it is 
thought thut the Park-Avenue scheme is the 
more feasible. There is also a report in circuia- 
tion to the effect that on uccount of the passage 
of the Harlem Viaduct bill on Wednesday the 
New-York Central Road will raise its tracks for 
amile south of the Harlem, and build a two- 
oom 4 structure in place of the present arrange- 
men 

Fast local trains, the report has it, will be run 
on the superstructure and express trains on the 
lower track, to make connection with the ele- 
vated road at the Grand Central Station, The 
railroad is said to be willing to bear all the ex- 
penses of the structure if permitted to make the 
change according to its own plans.

The Hon, John Connolly, Aseembiy Chamber, 
Albany, N. Y.: 

DEAR Sik: The Board of Rapid Transit Rajlroad 
Commissioners are informed tuat a bill exempting 
Madison Avenue from the construction, mainten- 
ance, or operation of any rapid transit railway is 
before the Legislature. The board do not consider 
it their duty to interfere with the wishes of the 
people of the city as to limitations that shall be 
placed upon the board, and do not, therefore, take 
any sition concerning the proposed bill ‘They 
fvel, however, that 1t is right to bring to the attention 
of the Legisiature the fact that in the line of . 
posed rapid trausit located by them in the month of 
Uctober last, a portion of Madison Avenue is inciud- 
ed, If this b becomes a law, it will dismember an 
east side line connie from Union Square to Jerome 
Park in the annexed district. 

The passage of the bill would therefore prevent 
the sale of all that portion of the proposed route 
above Forty-fiith street. It may transpire that it 
would be very disadvantageous to the interests of 
the people of this city if the board should be left to 
offer for sale a route which, as to the east side branch, 
Tan only from Union Square to the Grand Central 
Station, This, for the reason that the part of the 
route running from Union Square to the Grand Cen- 
tral Station, being once sola, might prevent the lay- 
ing out of aroute running into the annexed district, 

n other words, the franchise from Union Square 
to Forty-second street might very readily become a 
necessary part of a through line of rapid transit, and, 
without it, it might be impossible to locate or dispose 
of such a route, 

The board therefore inc!ose to you some amend. 
ments tothe proposed act, Lhe tirst permits the 
crossing of Madison Avenue. This is permitted in 
the original Kapid Transit act of 1891 as io all ex- 
empted streets. Unlesssuch provisiou is contained 
in the bill, important through routes might be whol- 
ly defeated. 

The second amendment proposes to jeave it to the 
discretion of the board to abandon such parts of the 
east side route running from Union square to Jerome 
Park as the board may consider to be inadvisable to 
ofter for sale by reason of the exemption of Madison 
Avenues. The board have therefore to request that 
you will bring these suggestions to the attention of 
the Legislature when the proposed bill exempting 
Madison Avenue {s brought up for consideration.

The bill sent up by Mr. Steinway is as follows: 

SECTION 1. None of the provisions of existing law 
nor any proceedings thereunder shall authorize the 
construction, maintenance, or operation of any 
elevated or underground railway upon or under 
Madison Avenue, in the City of New-York, or any 

rtion of the same, exoept for the purpose of cross- 

ng the same, except that the consent of a majority 

of the owners of property in number and value there- 
of, bounded on said Madison Avenue, be first ob- 
tained in writing, duly acknowledged, as are deeds 
entitled to be recorded. 

SEC. 2, As the passage of this act will exempt a 
persion of a route or routes of rapid transit hereto- 

ore laid out and determined by the Board of Rapid 
Transit HKatiroad Commissioners eppointed in pur- 
suance of Chapter 4 of the Laws of 181, in and for 
the City of New-York, the said Board of Rapid 
Transit Railroad Commissioners is hereby author- 
ized aud empowered, in its discretion, to abandon 
any other vortion of said route which, in the judg- 
ment of said board, ought to be abandoned by reason 
of the exemption of adison Avenue herein con- 
tained. And said board may offer for sale, in accord. 
ance with the provisions of the aforesaid act of 1891, 
such remaining portion of the route or routes so 
laid out and determined with the same force and ef- 
assed, and the entire 
route or routes as jai out and determined by said 
board had been offered for sale. 

bec. 3. This act shall take effect immediately.

THE CANTOR RAILWAY BILL 


——~——— 
A LIVELY DISCUSSION IN SEN- 
ATE AND ASSEMBLY. 


THE ATTEMPT TO EXEMPT BROOKLYN 
FROM THE OPERATIONS OF THE 
LAW DEFEATED—SENATOR BROWN 
MAKES SOME PLAIN STATEMENTS. 


ALBANY, March 30.—A curious condition of 
affairs was seen in the two houses of the Legis- 
lature to-day. The Cantor amended Railway 
bill to sell all franchises at auction was up in 
the Senate and an effort was made to exempt 
Erie and Kings Counties fromits operations 
without avail. Atthe same time the Assembly 
Was wrestling with the McCarty Sonate Dill to 
exempt Kings and Erie Counties from the pro- 
Visions of the bill, and Mr. Walker (Dem., New- 
York,) offered an amendment, which was ac- 
cepted by the House, exempting New-York City. 

In the Senate Mr. Cantor (Dem., New-York,) 
offered several amendments, of which the first 
led to a long and earnest debate. It applied the 
provisions of the bjll to all cities in the State 
with a population of 90,000, He defended this 
proposition in a strong speech, after Mr. Endres 
(Dem., Buffalo,)®@ and Mr. McCarty (Dem., 
Kings.) had attempted to exempt their respect- 
ive counties. “If we go back to the old system 
we will bave bribery, corruption, and scandal 
in every city of the State,” he said; “scandals 
fully equal to that which filled the metropolis 
afew years ago.” He would have to press his 
amendments and let the representatives from 
the country districts, who no doubt knew the 
feeling of their constituents in the matter, take 
the responsibility. 

Senators Roesch (Dem., New-York,) and Me- 
Carty (Dem., Kings,) had a passage at arms 
over a bill which the former introduced a fort- 
night ago, at the request of the local authorities, 
restoring Kings County 10 the full operations of 
the bill. Senator McCarty read a letter from 
Mayor Boody declaring that the local authori- 
ties favored the McCarty bill. He said it was 


hardly courteous for a New-York member to in- 
troduce a-measure affecting Brooklyn which 
Was not authorized by the local authorities. On 
the other hand, his bill was approved by the 
local authorities, who ought to know what was 
necessary legislation for the city. 

Vhis brougnt to his feet Col. Brown, (Dem., 
New York,) who said: “I desire to say from my 
Btand point and the view [ have of the situation 
that this is not local legislation. It is not 
whether the local authorities of Brooklyn desire 
this or not. Itis a matter affecting the people 
of Brooklyn, and I do not think, under a general 
act, as this is, that any city ought to be ex- 
cluded from its provisions. We have heard 
something of railroads and railroad scandals 
appertaming to Brooklyn within a few days. 
You pass thie act, and exclude Brooklyn, and 
it will not be mauy years before you have more 
and greater scandals than ever you heard con- 
cerning any raiiroad. I tell you this is a matter 
that concerns the people of Brooklyn and the 
taxpayers, and not local anthorities or their 
representatives upon this floor, if you please.” 

Senator McCarty—I was not here, but I un- 
derstand that you made a remark to the effect 
that you had heard of some scandals recently 
regarding the railroads of the City of Brook- 
lyn. Has the gentleman any objection to nam- 
ing them? 

Senator Brown—lI call the press in question. 
They have made deciarations with reference to 
the enormous scandals that blacken the charac- 
ter of those interested or connected with rail- 
roads in Brooklyn. ‘T'wenty-three thousand 
shares of elevated railroad stock, says the press, 
have been distributed in Brooklyn and are un- 
accounted for. Has any one explained what 
has become of this stock and where 
it went? There is no more purity in 
Brooklyn, notwithstanding its many church 
&pires pointing to heaven than in any other 
city. There is much preaching there, but there 
has been much evil there, too. Thereis no rea- 
son why any special restrictions should be ex- 
tended to Brooklyn any more than to New-York 
or any other place. If great franchises are 
granted to corporations, the people should have 
some benefitfrom them If it were a matter 
pertaining alone to Brooklyn, I would be the 
jJast Mau to raiso my voice againstit. Itis a 
general railroad act, and Brooklyn should be in- 
cluded in it, and so should Buffalo; and when 

60 speak here you are not speaking for local 
nterests, but in the interests of the people and 
the taxpayers. For that reason Iam for this 
amendment.” 

The amendment was defeated—4 to 24. The 
lesser amendments were adopted—22 to 0. 


FOR A NEW INSANE ASYLUM. 
Senator Plunkitt (Dem., New-York,) intro- 
duced and the Senate passed a bill to-day which 
authorizes the issue of $500,000 in bonds for 


the purposes of enabling the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction to purchase a site and 
erect buildings for the city’s insane. 

Police Justice Grady brought to Albany a bill, 
which was introduced by Senator Roesch, 
(Dem, New-York,) enabling New-York City 
Potice Justices to practice in the civil courts for 
retainers, in addition to the stipend of $8,000 a 
year salary which they receive for working 
three or four hours a day. 

Two important measures were ordered to third 
reading inthe Senate, the Aspinall Telephone 
Reduction and the Huckleberry bill. The latter 
Was made a special order for next Tuesday, 
with the understanding that a full and free dis- 
cussion will take place. No opposition to its 
advancement was made. 


TO ABOLISH CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

Mr. Weed (Dem., Kings,) called up in the As 
sembly this morning the bill abolishing capital 
punishment. Mr. Quigley (Dem., Kings,) op- 
posed the bill with a good deal of warmth 
and asked that it be recommitted with in-

A GOOD BILL SNOWED UNDER. 

At to-night’s session of the Assembly Mr. 
Connelly (Dem., New-York,) called up his Local 
Option Taxation bill. This is one of the most 
important, as well as one of the best bills intro- 
duced in the Legisiature this year. Its sponsor 


said thatit provided for a scheme of taxation 
which meets with the unqualified approval of 
euch well-known economists as David A Wells. 
lt was much the best and simplest solution of 
the great taxation preblem which had vexed 
the Legislature for a generation. If passed, it 
would prove of instant benefit to farm- 
-ing communities. It was a_ thorough-going 
home-rule measure, and should become a law. 
The representatives of the farming interests, 
who did not seem to understand what the bill 
proposed te do, spoke against it, on the ground 
that it meant the exemption of personal proper- 
ty from taxation aud was, therefore, against 
the interests of the farmers. It was also argued 
thatit was in line with the notions advanced 
by Henry George. The men who opposed the 
bill were Mesers. Patten, (Dem., Oneida,) Keel- 
er, (Rep., St. Lawrenee,) Deyo, (Rep., Madison,) 
and Cole, (Dem., Greene.) The bill was snewed 
under by a vote of 32 to 78. Mr. Connelly will 
endeavor to cal) it up again before adjournment. 
Mr. Walker's (Dem., New-York,) bill setting 
aside certain piers in New-York for purposes of 
Tecreation was passed.

OFFICERS AS INDIAN AGENTS. 


THE REFORM WHICH SENATOR DAWES 


Is TRYING TO OBSTRUCT. 


WasHINGTON, March 30.—Shall army officers 
act as Indian agents? That is the question 
which the Senate has had under discussion to- 
day. The Indian Appropriation bill came from 
the House recently, with the provision that In- 
dian agents shall hereafter be officers of the 
army. 

This proposition has met with the opposition 
of the venerable Senator Dawes, (Rep., Masz.,) 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Indian 
Affairs, who seems to entertain the belief that 
all the Agency Indians would immediately take 


to the war path if army officers should succeed 
olvilians in the management of the different 
agencies. Mr. Dawes has made a number of 
arguments against the proposed change. He 
has relied principally for his points upon the re- 
ports written by Indian Agents. He caunot see 
any force in the claim that with army officers in 
charge of the agencies the old-time charges of 
fraud in connection with the furnishing of sup 
plies would no longer be heard of, because the 
officera could not, if they would, carry on de- 
ception such as civilian agente are popularly 
supposed to have oarried on, at great loss to 
the nation in money and men. 

The prime cause of the change on the part of 
the House in the system of appointing Indian 
Agents was undoubtedly economy. There are 
many supernumerary officersin the army for 
whom it is dificult to furnish details. If they 
were to take the places of civilians at the 
agencies, the pay of the latter would be saved 
te the Government. Aside from the question of 
economy, there does not appear to be any doubt, 
in the minds of those who know something of 
the Indian — that the proposed a 
would be highly beneficial, not only to the 
country, but to the Indians themselves. Men 
who have lived in the Indian country know 
that there isa good dea) of truth in the oft-re- 

ated charge that many outbreaks might have 
Seon prevented if the Indian Agents had been 
equal to the responsibilities which confronted 
them. 

The average Indian Agent is a politician who 
holds his place by reason of his services to the 

arty in power. He probably neversaw a blan- 
fot Indian before he went to the agency, and 
he knows nothing of the Indian character. If 
army officers were placed in charge of the 
agencies there is reason to believe that the 
chances of future outbreaks would be minimized. 
The army officer who has spent years on the 
plains, fighting the Indians, ought to be a pretty 
good judge of the Indian character. He 
knows how to do business according to bus- 
iness methods. The rules and regulations of 
the army are a bar to dishonesty and slipshod 
methods. With an army officegin charge of an 
agenoy there would never be any doubt as to 
the character of its management. The rules of 
the army would control it. The ration served 
the Indians would be according to contract. 
There would not be afiy shoddy in their 
blankets. If there appeared signs of an out- 
break there would be vigorous treatment of the 
trouble at the very outset. There are no sound 
reasons, it is urged by the | pee py of this 
change, why the change should not be made. 

To-day Senator Pettigrew (Rep., 8. D.,) made 
a defense of the present method, and Senators 
Proctor, (Rep., Vt,) Manderson, (Rep., Neb.,) 
and Hawley (Rep., Conn,) spoke strongly in 
favor of achange. Mr. Proctor asserted that if 
there bad been au Officer of the army in charge 
at the Pine Ridge Agency two years ago, there 
would not bave been an outbreak and the coun- 
try would not have suffered a great loss in 
money and in lives. Mr. Manderson declared 
that with army officers in charge the era of rot- 
ten blankets and rancid bacon would come to 
an end. 

Finally, out of deference to the opinion of the 
Chairman of the Indian Affairs Committee, Sen- 
ator Hawley introduced a resolution, which 
was adopted, providing that the President may, 
when he thinks the exigencies of service de- 
mand a change, appoint a civilian to the head 
ofan agency. With an Executive who really 
desired to better the Indian Service, the power 
granted by this amendment would of course not 
be misused. With a man like David B. Hill for 
President, the appointment of “heelers” in 
place of army officers might certainly be looked 
for.

HEARING ON THE BOSTON INDICTMENTS 
—INDEPENDENT DISTILLERIES. 


Boston, March 30.—A hearing on petition to 
quash the indictments against the members of 
the Whisky Trust was had to-day before Judge 
Nelson. Much interest was attached to the hear- 
ing from the presence of Elihu Root of the New- 
York Bar and George Thacher, who, with 
Richard Olney, appeared for the defense. 

Mr. Allen said the counsel representing 
the defendants in the case of the United 
States against Joseph B. Greenhut were there 
prepared to present to the oourt their position 


on the pleas they had filed. The Government 
Was anxious to assist them in every way, eape- 
cially as one or two of the learned counsel eame 
from without the State. They desired to pre- 
sent two or three points, and he had wished to 
go oninthe customary way, but by the advice 
of his physician he would be unable to do so, 
and he had therofore suggested that they might 
submit the matter principally upon briefs. 

Mr. Root declared that they could not object 
to it, In substance, in view of the condition in 
whiow the District Attorney found himself, but 
would simply like to know something of the 

osition he takes. Thies being agreed to, the 

earing proceeded on the motion to quash. 

Mr. Root, for the defense, opened the argu- 
ment by stating the substance of the indictment 
and the motion to quash. 

After Mr. Root had formally presented the 
points of his motion to quash, District Attorney 
Allen said the Government would submit its 
case in about a week. 


Proris, DL, March 30.—Rumors have been in 
circulation for several days to the effect that 


those Peorians who had sold their stock in the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Company contem- 
piated the erection of new distilleries for the 
purpose of fighting the trust. Samuel Woolner 
says the reportis correct. He has associated 
himself with others for the purpose of building 
two distilleries, each of about 5,000 bushels’ 
capacity. The capital stock will be $1,000,000, 
and work will be begun as s00n as the weather 
will permit. 

“The trade we formerly had,” said Mr. Wool- 
ner, ‘‘asks us to go into business again, and I am 
satisfied we shall get trade enough to take our 
entire production. Since I disposed of my stock 
in the Distiliing and Cattle Feeding Company I 
have had nothing to do, and, as I desire to be 
active, have devided again to’go into the distill- 
ing business. 

“IT expect te produce cheaper than the trust, 
for lam a practical distiller and can mauage 
ny Own business, while the trust is compelled 
to hire practical distillers to do it for them. I 
am trying to get possession of the new process 
recently discovered in Hungary, It does away 
with the use of malt in production. It will bea 
great deal cheaper than was at first claimed 
for the Takamine process, if it is a suocess. 

“We propose to build barns, also, and feed 
enough cattle to use the entire slop from the 
10,000 bushels. We expect to have it running 
by Fall ifthe weather is at all favorable. 

“John H. Francis, also a practical distiller, 
will be associated with me, and another promi- 
nent business man and distiller, whose name 
must , withheld for the present, will also 
come in.” 





STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
ALBANY, March 30.—The monthly bulletin of 
the State Board of Health for February contains 
these remarks: 


“Tho 10,755 deaths reported during February rep- 
resent a daily mortality of 371, against 484 1m Jann. 
ary and 862 ‘in December. In February, 1891, 
there were 38,704, or about 300 deathsdaily. At 
that time there wasa mild prevalence of influenza, 
the epidemic of which culminated ip April. The 
present epidemic, commencing in December, at- 
tained its heightin January, when it was estimated 
to have caused ae 4,000 deaths. The mortality 
sons this causeim February may be estimated at 
4, ‘ 

“ Typhus fever caused eight deaths in New-York. 
No now poiutof development since last month has 
beon reported. Of seven deaths from smail-pox, six 
occurred in New-York and one in the hospital for 
contagious discases at Flatbush. One case each de- 
veloped during March in White Plains and Syracuse, 
the probable origin of each being New-York or 
Brooklyn.”’ 





GENTILE AND JEW TO WED. 

CurcaGco, March-30.—A dispatch from Jack- 
sonville yesterday stated that a Miss Anna 
Gregory, a member of the Episcopal congrega- 
tion in that city, had renounced the Christian 
faith and would leave for Chicago to study the 
Jewish religion so that she might marry the 
man of her choice, one Meier Weil. 

The dispatch caused considerable excitement 
and talk in Jewish religious circles here. HKabbi 
Moses states that Weil has been to see him, told 
him about the case, and asked bis assistance in 
the matter.

SENATOR STANFORD EXPLAINS HIS 
NEW MONEY SCHEME. 


HE SPEAKS OF THE MEASURE AS OF- 
FERING A PERFECTLY SAFE CUR- 
RENCY, AS GOOD AS GOLD OR 
SILVER—K BOON TO WORKINGMEN, 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Senator Stanford 
(Rep., Cal.,) explained to the Senate to-day the 
bill introduced by bim “to determine the value 
of a legal-tender dollar.” The points of his ad- 
dress were as follows: 

“The Government declares what money is and 
makes it and does rot allow any one else to do so, not 
even the States. 17: sre can, therefore, be u0 reason- 
able doubt that legal money is entirely the creation 
ofilaw. Its legai-vender quality existe by virtue 
of law and is in no manner dependent upon the 
material on which the will of the Government is 
expressed. Its value depends upon its gore 

wer and the use to which it may be put in settling 

ebts and balances and facilitating exchanges. 
If the credit of the Government is impaired its 
money will be affected to a certain extent, and then 
itis possible that the material used, may in its voom- 
mercial value as a collateral to its legal-tender qual- 
ity, determine the value of the inoney used. It is the 
material, then, that is valuable and not the legal-ten- 
dcr ———- Should the credit of the Government 
that issued the money not be at par, the value of the 
material used in its manufacture might become of 
great importance; but this could only happen in case 
the credit of the Government was impaired. 

“The Government, then, should never issue it ox- 
cept upon eee. security or upon full consideration 
received, ‘i‘he Land Loan bili (introduced by Senator 
Stanford) provides thatthe Governmept may loan 
money upon double the amount of landed security, 
that is, $1 apon $2 worth of land at 2 per cent. inter- 
est on the amount loaned. The money issued in this 
manner is to be tegal tender, public and private 
There can be no guestion that paper money re- 
deemable in this manner will be as valuable as gold 
oreilver. The bill providesa standard by which to 
measure the value of a dollar. Adopt the standard 
of measurement for the value of a dollar and the 
purity of metais becomes inconsequent, anid as our 
money is money only within our own jurisdictio 
we need not interest ourselves as to what mater 
other countries may use for their money. 

“a sufticiency of money means to every onea credit 
according to their deserte for the transaction of 
every calling and enterprise that may offer. It 
means universal industry. Itmeans to the provi- 
dent and industrious freedom from want and ulti- 
mately all the comforts of wealth. Toa great extent 
it means to the laborer emancipation through his 
ability to be hisown employer. if I am correct in 
this estimate of the importance of money and that 
the value of money is determined by the standard 
erected by the Government as provided in this bill, 
viz., 25.8 grains of\gold for each dollar; that the 
value shall be limited by this standard only, and that 
“the Government shail never loana dollar excepting 
upon full consideration, viz., two dollars of perfect 
security for each dollar loaned, such a thing as over- 
issue of money becomes an impossibility. Ninety- 
seven per cent. of the business of the country is now 
done upon credit. When this is carefully considered, 
we realize how important it becames to preserve the 
Nation’s oredit unimpaired, and the on way in 
which this can be done when the critical time arises 
is by the use of money.”’ 


MAIL SUBSIDY REPEAL. 

The report of the Committee on Merchant Ma- 
rine and Fisheries recommending the repeal of 
the Mail Subsidy act was subinitted to the 
House to-day by Mr. Enloo, (Dem., Tenn.) 

It takes the broad ground of dissent from the 
policy of granting subsidies to persons engaged 
in any character of pursuits whatever, which 


policy, it asserts, isrobbery under color of law 
and less honorable than robbery in the, teeth of 
law. If the oye of subsidy is right, it 
should apply to all, and the cotton planter of 
tne South has as much right toa subsidy or 
bounty as the ship owners, sugar planters, and 
tree tappers who vow receive it. 

The views of the minority are set forth at 
length and are in substance an argument in 
favor of the retention of the present law, based 
on figures showing a great impetus given to 
ship building under the new régime. 


NEW-YORK’S CUSTOM HOUSE, 
Representative Fellows, (Dem., N. Y.,) to-day 
introduced a bill amendatory to the act ap- 
proved March 3, 1891, providing for the erec- 
tion of anew Custom House in New-York City. 
Seotion 1 of the bill provides that in the event 
the sum of money necessary to secure title by 


purchase or condemnation of the property in 
New-York: bounded by Bowling Green, White- 
hall, Bridge, and State Streets asa site for a 
new Custom House shall exceed the sum appro- 
priated by the act providing for the erection of 
un Appraiser’s warehouse, approved Sept. 14, 
1888, and available therefor, then such excess 
may be paid from any money which may be de- 
rived from the saie of the Custom House prop- 
erty on Wall Street under the provisions of this 
act and of the act of Maroh 3, 1891. 

Section 2 of the act of March 3, 1891, is 
amended 80 as to authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury to sell to the highest bidder, but for 
not less than $3,000,000, the present Custom 
House property, the proceeds of which are ap- 
propriated for the purpose set forth in Section 
1 and for the construction of the new Custom 
House. If sold, the Secretary is to lease the 
premises at a rental not exceeding 5 per cent 
per annum on the purchase price, for use as a 
Custom House until the new Custom House is 
ready for occupancy. 

The total cost of the new Custom House 
building is not to exceed $5,000,000, but no ap- 
—— is madein addition tothe money 

eretofore or by this act appropriated or avail- 
able for the purpose expressed in the act. 


SOME AKMY MEASURES. 

Senator Cameron (Rep., Penn.,) to-day intro- 
duced a bill providing that any commissioned 
officer of the United States Army who was hon- 
orably discharged and faithrully served during 
a period of thirty years, not less than one year 
of which shall have been in the regular or vol- 


unteer forces of the United States during the 
late war, shall, on his application, be placed on 
the retired list with the rank and pay of his 
actual grade at the date of retirement. Any 
officer below the grade of Colonel who has 
served continuously in one grade for ten years 
is to receive the pay of the next higher rank. 

Senator Manderson (Rep., Neb.,) to-day in- 
troduced a biil authorizing the President to 
place upon the retired list of the army Sergt. 
Loug and the other survivors of the Lady 
Franklin Bay expedition. 

Senator Warren (Rep. Wyoming,) to-day in- 
troduced a bill providing that hereafter every 
officer of the army retired from active service 
on account of age or disability incident to the 
service shall be placed upon the retired list 
with the highest rank held by him in the 
volunteer force during the war of the rebellion, 
eS a such rank was greater than that held 

y him in the regulaf establishment at the time 
of retirement. 

He also introduced a bill providing that every 
officer of the army now on the retired list who 
served with the volunteer force during the war 
of the revellion and was officially reported as 
wounded in battle shall hereafter be carried on 
said list with the full rank of the command 
held by him in said volunteer force at the time 
of receiving such wound or wounds, providing 
that such rank was greater than that held by 
him in the regular establishment at the time of 
retirement. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION, 

Senator Sawyer, (Rep., Wis.,) from the Com- 
mittee on Post Olfices and Post Roads, to-day 
favorably reported the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Dixon (Rep., R. L,) providing for the em- 
ployment of mail collectors at auch free-deliv- 


ery offices as the public busineas may require. 
These collectors are to gather the mails, now a 
part of the duties of letter carriers, and are to 
receive $600 per year. The measure hag the ap- 
proval of Postmaster General Wanamaker. 

The bill reported to the House to-day from the 
Committee on the Merchant Marine and Fish- 
eries to encourage American shipbuilding, was 
introduced by Mr. Cockran, (Dem., N. Y.) It 
provides for the admission to American regis- 
try of steamers of the highest grade now owned 
by foreign corporations, nine-tenths of whose 
stock is held in the United States, if the Ameri- 
can stockholders obtain a complete transfer of 
the vessels aud build in the United States other 
steamers equaling in tonnage those acquired 
from the foreign corporations. 

In view of the danger, thought to be immi- 
nent, of a violent rush and possible bluodsied in 
connection with the opening to settlement of 
the landsin OkjJahoma, recently, ceded to the 
Government by the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
Indians, if conducted under existing laws and 
rules, Representative Funston (Kep., Kan.,) 
will soon introduce in the House a bill provid- 
ing for the distribution of the laud by lot. 


HOUSE COMMITIEE CHANGES. 

There were some changes made this afternoon 
in the House committee membership. The most 
important was the appointment of Mr. Hop- 
kins (Rep., Il1.,) tosucceed Mr. MoKenna, @Rep., 


CaL,) now a United States Judge, as a member 
of the Committee on Ways and Means. 

Mr. Crain (Dem., Texas,) was also appointed 
to succeed Mr. Mills (Dem., Texas,) on the 
Committee of Inter*State and Foreign Com- 
merce. 

Other appointments ‘were as follows: Mr. 
Dunphy (Dem., N. Y.,) on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries; Mr. Pickler (Rep., 8. D.,) on Indian 
Affairs; Mr. Hayes (Dem., Iowa,) on Post Of- 
fice; Mr. Enloe (Dem., Tenn...) on Education, 
(Chairman;) Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ala) on Post 
Office; Mr. Robinson (Rep., Peun.,) on Coluin- 
biau Exposition. 

To bring about these changes, Mr. Hopkins 
resigned from Merchant Murine and Fisheries 
and from Post Oftice; Mr. Enloe frora Post Of- 
tice. and Mr. Hayes from Education. Messrs. 
Crain of Texas and Buchanan (Rep., N. J.,) wore 
also named as Directors of the Columbian Hos- 
pital for Women in the District of Columbia. 


REVENUE MARINE TRANSFER. 

The final consideration of the Revenue Cutter 
Transfer bill was compieted to-day by the Soen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs, and was or- 
dered to be favorably reported to the Senate, 


with some minor amendments which do not 
materially change the bill. 

As reported, jt adopta a!) of -the suggestions 
made i deen g df Tracy in relation to the tem- 
porary crease in the of the navy by the 
addition of the officers transferred from the 
Revenue Service. Another amendment allows 








the number of enlisted men inthe navy to be 
increased by the number in the cutter service, 
and in the cases of pilots the Secretary is to 
give preference to those nowin the service, 
should they be needed.

SLAPPED A REPORTERS FACE. 


LONGENECKER LOST HIS TEMPER AND 
ASSAULTED A NEWSPAPER CRITIC. 


CHICAGO, March 30.—A new sensation was 
furnished to-day in the boodle investigation, 
which it had been announced was practically 
closed. The fresh cause of excitement was a 
personal encounter between State’s Attorney 
Longenecker and Reporter Mark H. Salt. In4 
moment of uncontrollable rage, Judge Longe- 
necker struck Salt in the face, kicked him out of 
the Criminal Court Building, and ordered a bail- 
iff not to allow him to come again within a rod 
of the State’s Attorney’s office. 

Salt is the reporter who caused the indict- 
ment against M. B. Hereley, the memper of the 


Board of Education accused of conspiracy to 
bribe in connection with sohool-supply con- 
tracts. Last evening Salt’s paper printed a col- 
umn article violently abusing the State’s Attor- 
ney, directly charging him with retarding the 
proseoution in the interest of the boodlers, and 
cuaerene that he dared not force them to the 
wa 

It also accused Mr. Longenecker of being a 
boodler himself, and having within six months 
after being elected State’s Attorney built a 
house costing $60,000. Salt to-day denied writ- 
ing the article, but later admitted being the 
author of half of it. 

Judge Longenecker declares that so far from 
shielding acoused persons he pushed the in- 
dictment of Hereley, though the evidence was 
decidedly flimsy. The State’s Attorney intimates 
that Salt may be indicted for orimina) libel. 

This afternoon the State’s Attorney was 
served with a warrant sworn ont by Salt, and 
was held in $200 bonds to answer on Saturday 
for the attack on the newspaper man. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, March 30.—Col. Isaac D. Smead 
of this city, patentee of heating and ventilat- 


ing apparatus, in an interview: to-day regara- 
ing the Smead Company of Chicago and boodl- 
ing in the Board of Education, tiles a vigorous

paratus manufactured by him. 

He has entire contidence in the testimony 
given by Otis Jones, the former President of the 
Chicago company; Mr. Bailey, and Mr. Haslett, 
concerning the Board of Education officials. He 
says that Mr. Jones told him of the transaction 
about the time it occurred, and Jones’s state- 
ment Was confirmed by Goodrich, who before 
the Grand Jurys now so flatly contradiots all the 
testimony given by Jones. Mr. Bailey has told 
him a dozen times that the reason why he does 
not sell to the Chicago board is because he will 
not become a party to the methods in vogue 
there.

RESCUED. 


THE SCHOONE’S ANNIE R. ROGERS 
SPRUNG A LEAK AND (WAS LOST. 


Rep BANK, N. J., March 30.—The schoonor 
Benjamin Oliver, Capt. Albert Harding, loaded 
with seed aysters and bound from Virginia, 
reached Keyport last night. Capt. Harding 
reports that on March 27 he resoued a crew of 
flve men from the sohooner Annie R. Rogers, 
Capt. Charles 8. Kerwin, The rescue was made 
near Hog Island. The Rogers left Baltimore 
for New-Haven, Conn., also loaded with oysters. 
On Sunday, during the storm a heavy gale was 
blowing and the vessel was kept close to the 


shore. She ran aground once or twice on sand 
bars, but was easily gotten off cach time. Tne 
Captain then headed the vessel out to sea. 

It was soon discovered that the Rogers had 
sprung a leak and the crew were set to work at 
the pumps. The water gained rapidly and the 
capacity of the pumps was not sufliclent to 
make any headway against it. The crew, how- 
ever, kept atthe pumps until they saw that 
further attempts to keep the vessel afloat were 
useless. Then they took to the yawl boat snd 
were. drifting around when rescued by the 
Oliver. The Rogers sank a few minutes after 
she was deserted. 

The Oliver arrived off the Sandy Hook Light- 
ship yesterday, when the Captain hailed a 
schooner bound for New-Haven. Four of the 
shipwrecked crew were transferred to this ves- 
sel, the name of which was not learned. The 
remaining member of the crew went to Key- 
port, and to-day he started for New-York to re- 
port the loss to the owners. The shipwrecked 
vessel was valued at $5,000, and was not in-

THE WOOL

4 VOTE TO BE TAKEN IN THE 
HOUSE NEXT TUESDAY. 


NO DOUBT FELT AS TO ITS PASSAGE— 
NO REPUBLICANS EXPECTED TO VOTE 
FOR IT—THE ADDRESSES MADE IN 
ITS FAVOR YESTERDAY. 


WASAINGTON, March 30.—The Tariff bill now 
under discussion, being the one to put wool on 
the free list and reduce the duties on woolens, 
will be brought to a vote in the House on Tues- 
day, it having been decided to-day in a meeting 
ofthe Ways and Means Committee to prolong 
the debate through Monday in order to sfford 
several members opportunity to speak on the 
bill. 

In the absence of the Chairman of the com- 
mittee, the closing speech will be made by Rep- 
resentative William L. Wilson, (Dem., West Va.) 
The change will not be a loss to the House. No 
manon the Democratic side understands better 
the tariff question or ia in fuller or heartier 
sympathy with the Democratic purpose to 
reduce tariff taxation. A scholar, a careful 
investigator of the tariff question, and a pleas- 
ing and logical orator, he will make a speech 
at once interesting and convincing. 

There is no doubt as to the reault of the vote 
on the Wool bill. It will be passed by a solid 
Democratic vote. It does not appear that any 
of the Republicans will join the majority. The 
policy of that party is to sustain the MoKinley 
till, and when it comes to asserting party pol- 
joy the Republicans ,show a united front, in 


which all minor differences of opinion are smoth- 
ered. There may be ngmbers ou the Kepublican 
side who are in favor of areduction of the wool 
aud woolen taxes, but it ia doubtful whether 
they will be found in the roil cail on the Demo- 
oratic side. The Administration has undertaken 
to prove that the McKinley bill is an unmixed 
blessing, and stray votes for lower taxes would 
spoil the show that the high-tax advocates have 
been making to impress the consumers of the 
country who are paying for the McKinley ex- 
periment. 

Mr.,Butler (Dem., Iowa,) began the debate 
with a speech in advocacy of the measure. Ho 
said in substance: 

The aim and purpose of the political action of 
every man on the tivor was to secure the general 
welfare of the country without depriving the indi. 
vidual of his right of life, property, and pursuit of 
happiness by every honorable means. The general 
welfare must be secured without duiug Wrong to the 
individual citizens of our country. The question 
presented was whether the protective tariif con- 
tormed to the basic element of the creed of every 
man on this tioor, He declared and argued that it 
did not so conform. 

The price of uoarticle of consumption had ever 
been decreased one cent by a protective taritf, and 
proteciion had not. resuited in the increase of the 
wages of the workingwan. Commeroial freedom 
was the best thing that any country could demand, 
The only way for a nation t becume the centre of 
wealth was to become the centre of the world’s 
trade. There should be no tax on trade except what 
Was necessary W meet tho necessities of the Govern- 
ment economically administered. 

Messrs. Lawson and Everett (both Dem., 
Ga.,) favored the bill, arguing that the present 
tariff was an unwarrantable discrimination 
against tho masses and in favor of the classes. 

Mr. J. D. Taylor, (Kep., Ohbio,) speaking for 
the wool growers of Ohio, strenuously opposed 
the measure. He said the tigures of the major- 
ity of the Committee on Ways and Means in 
regard to wooi and woolen industries, were en- 
tirely inaccurate. This country could produce 
all the wool that was needed. 

Mr. Grady (Dem., N. C.,) and Mr. Layton

DISCOVERY DAY TO BE CELEBRATED— 
HOLMAN’S INVESTIGATION. 





CHICAGO 


CHIcAGo, March 30.—President Bonney of the 
World's Congress Auxiliary of the Columbian 
Exposition has issued an address regarding the 
celebration of Oct. 12, the four hundredth anni- 
versary of the discovery*of America, as Discov- 
ery Day. It is to be celebrated in Chicago by 
the dedication of the exposition grounds. 

The address asks that the whole continent par- 
ticipate in the observance of the day. Itsuggests 
that the public schools be everywhere made the 
centre of the local celebrations, and invites the 
co-operation of educators and teachers through- 
out the country. President Bonney and the 
national body of Superintendents of Education 
have jointly appointed the following Executive 


Committee to promote tie celebration and pre- 
pare auniform programme for use in all locall- 
ties: Francis Bellamy of the Youth’s Compan- 
ion, Boston, Chairman, and State Superintend- 
ents of Kducation J. W. Dickinson, Massa- 
chusetts; T. B. Stockwell, Rhode Island; W. Kk, 
Garrett, Tennessee, and W. C. Hewitt, Michigan. 

This committee will, through the State Su- 
perintendents of Education, ask the Governors 
of States to proclaim Oct. 12 a holiday. 

Investigation of the World’s Fair finances by

arrived from Washington this morning. it con- 
sists of tive members of Mr. Holman’s Com- 
mittee on Appropriations—Dockery of Missouri, 
Breckinridge of Arkansas, and Cogswell of 
Massachusetts, Democrats, and Henderson of 
lowa and Compton of Maryland, Republicans.

ANTIQUITIES OF PERU.

THE COLLECTION WHICH MR. DORSEY 
OF HARVARD I8 MAKING, 


PANAMA, March 23.—Mr. Dorsey, representing 
the Department of Archzxology and Ethnology 
ot Harvard University, who has been for some 
time in Peru searching for antiquities, writes to 
say that he feels that his work has proved 
quite a success, as he numbers thousands of 
curiosities and relics, from which it may be 
reasonably hoped that the ancient civilization 
may be reconstructed. He says: 


**IT made a very large and fine collection at Ancon, 
the most famous necropolis of Peru, of which [ have 
ity large cases ovaisas shipping orders. Thence 
Icrossed the claseio Lake o: JLithoaca aud made a 
email, but very interesting collection from the won- 
derful ruins of ‘Manusuacoe. While there I secured 
severul of the strangely-moditied Amayra skuils. 
‘nence I proceeded w Arica and Iquique, from both 
of which places I secured a representative collection 
from the ancieut graves. 

Then 1 started for the interior and made atwo 
montnus’ trip among the Chunchvus Indians, who live 
en the headwaters of the uiver Ucayli. On this 
trip I passed through Jauja aud photugraphed the 
ruins of the ancient Xauxa of Pizarro’s time. Next 
I visited the famous convent of Ocopa, then on to 
Huancayo and over three more Cordilleras, and so 
down iuto the Montana. Theru [ secured the bows, 
arrows, and teather dresses of the Chuuchos. 

“I have been in the Cauca Valley for over a 
month now, waking adfine coilection of the beautiful 
aud artistic pottery found here. { will soon go tuo 
‘Traxillo, and then 1 return south and will visit 
Pacbucamac, the Centre Vailey, and that most in- 
teresting of all American cities, Cuzco.”

COMMANDER SMITH’S CASE. 


— ee 
THE ADVERSE FINDING WHICH IS BE- 
FORE SECRETARY TRACY. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The interesting case 
of Commander F. R. Smith, who has been on 
waiting orders since 1882, is still before the 
Secretary of the Navy, who must soon act, upon 
the finding of tne McCann Examining Board, as 
to the fitness for promotion of Commander 
Smith. The Secretary’s action is awaited with 
an interest that increases with each day’s delay 
in the departmental review of the matter. 

There is nothing in that delay, however, to in- 
dicate the intention of the Secretary to do 
otherwise than approve the findings of the 


board that Commander Smith is morally untit 
for advancement to the grade of Captain. Even 
those who know the value of political influence 
at such times do not look for the lenienoy which 
the law permits. Mr. Tracy, in fact, in view of 
the virtually unanimous condemnation of Com- 
mander Smith by officers on the active and re- 
tired lists senior to him in rank, 1s not expected 
to signalize his administration with a tiagrant 
departure from the unwritten and the recorded 
laws which insure to the service such whole- 
some elements as honesty and decency among 
naval oflicers. 

Commander Smith was tried at the New-York 
Navy Yard, in Ootober, 1873, and was again 
tried, atthe same yard,in October, ten years 
later. The results of these courts-martial, 
with evidence gathered in other quarters, have 
kept the Examiniug Board busy for some weeks, 
and the many charges which the accused bas 
been unable to meet satisfactorily have war- 
ranted the unusual decision which lies to-day 
on Mr. Tracy’s desk. 

The court of 1873 found Commander Smith, 
then a Lieutenant Commander, guilty of * treat- 
ing with contempt his superior officer while in 
the execution of the duties of his office,” and of 
insubordinate conduct. He was sentenced to 
be reduced in seniorit. to number forty of his 
grade, and to be reprei.anded in general orders 
by the Seoretary, &@ sentence which was duly 
carried out. 

In 1883 the charge was “ scandalous conduct, 
tending to the destruction of good morals,” and 
the five specifications assert that the accused 
made two separate and distinct assignments of 
his pay asa Commander in the navy, one as- 
signment being to a hotel man and the other to 
a merchantin Binghamton, N. ¥.; that Smith 
did, by another “false and fraudulent pretense,” 
receive and convert to his own use certain 
money already assigned to a oreditor, and that 
Smith did by still another “ fraudulent and de- 
ceptive transaction,’’ thia time with another 
Binghamton hotel man.assign a portion of his pay 
which had already been assigned to the Internal 
Revenue Collector at that place. The specifica- 
tions were all proved excepting the last, which 
was nolle — He was found guilty of the 
charge and sentenced to be dismissed from the 
service; but, it appearing to the President that 
there were reasonable grounds for doubting the 
fraudulent intent of Smith, Mr. Arthur miti- 
gated the sentence to suspension from rank and 
duty for one year anda retention of his num- 
ber in his grade. Commander Smith has not 
been on any duty since that time. 

But perhaps the most damaging thing for the 
officer has been the appearance on the scene of 
an attorney named Parker, who has been en- 
gaged in a frantic effort to save Smith from his 
impending doom— that of having added to 
present social ostracism the disgrace of a dis- 
Toissal from the navy. Parker appears to have 
combined coercion with other more usual and 
more legitimate legal endeavors in making it 
easy for Commander Smith. He sought, at 
least, one bureau in the absence of its chief, to 
have abstracted from the files a letter which he 
supposed would be of benefit to his client, and 
on being refused by the officer in charge was 
content to let the matter drop. He confessed to 
the liability of securing additional convicting 
evidence in failing to darry out the advice 
tendered at the time to get the Secretary’s per- 
mission for the submission of the document to 
the examining board. 

He has sought Commodore McCann out at his 
home and attempted tointiuence him ina deoi- 
sion favorable to his client,jand, now that the 
members of the board have done their duty, he 
hints at prejudice against and a systematio 
persecution of his client. The unvarnished 
statements which have appeared in the dis- 
— from Washington in regard to the 

oard’s findings have wrought Mr. Parker into 
an acute frenzy, and he has been recklessly 
free in his warnings to such newspaper men 
as encountered him in his wrathful moments 
against reference to Smith in any manner. He 
has, at least on one occasion, indulged in vitu- 
peration of the newspapers which have inter- 
fered with his scheme for influencing the Secre- 
tary, unaided by troublesome principle and 
justice. When disturbed by the memories of 
such interferences, he has orippled logic and 
maimed metaphor that be might embellish his 
perturbed speech with outlandish analogy to fit

THE TELEPHONE RATE BILL. 


COUNSELOR CHOATR’S ARGUMENT 
AGAINST THE MEASURE. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 30.—Joseph H. Choate 
appeared before the Assembly Committee on 
Gas, Electricity, and Water this afternoon as 
counsel for the Metropolitan Telephone Com- 
pany against the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation bill, which provides for a commission 
to regulate the telephone business in cities of 
over 500,000 inhabitants. In favor of the bill 
there were on hand Thomas Barrett, a papér 


manufacturer of 78 Duane Street, New-York; 
William McCarroll, President of the American 
Leather Company, and Frank Gardner, all 
members of the Board of Trade and Trauns- 
portation. 

Mr. Choate, in the course of his argument, 
stated thatéf the eompany is forced to lower its 
rates it will be obliged to effect such economies 
in its plant and methods of operation as will 
seriously affect the quality and rapidity of the 
service. When the parties who claimed to rep- 
resent the Telephone Subscribers’ Association 
appeared at Albany last week, shey rofused to 
give a list of the names of members composing 
the association, although requested to do so by 
the Chairman of the committee. Among tne 
delegation, he said, were discharged employes 
of the telephone coinpany and other irrespon- 
sible persous not in active business or con- 
nected with any business house. 

Mr. Choate asserted that the statements 
issued by the agitators were false and inac- 
ourate in every respect. Instead of having 
made the fabulous profits attributed to it, the 
Metropolitan Company has paid to its stook- 
holders since its organization an average divi- 
dend of only 742 per cent. yearly on its capital 
stock. During 1891 the telephone business in 
New-York City resuited in a net loss to the com- 
pany, and it was shown that under the most 
favorable circumstances the operating expenses 
amount to more thun 92 per cent. of the gross 
earnings. 

Mr. Gardner, who claima to represent 5,000 
dissatisfied subscribers to the telephone service, 
was asked by Chairman Martin of the commit- 
tee to furnish the committees with the names 
aud addresses of the subscribers whom he rep- 
resented, but he declined to do so. 

Mr. MoCarroll told at some length his experi- 
ences as a subscriber of the company. in which 
he considered that he had been unfairly treated. 
ln reply to the question of the Chairman of the 
committee as to what became of the doliar tax 
uponeach member of the Telephone Assocla- 
tion, Mr. Gardner said that it was devoted to 
legitimate expenses, such as printing. 

The committes in executive session decided 
to lay the bill over until next week.

HERBERT WELSH REPLIES TO 
WOLCOTT, 


PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—Herbert Welsh, 
Secretary of the Indian Rights Association, to- 
day sent a reply to senator Wolcott of Colorado 
in answer to his attack on the association and 


its Washington agent, C. C. Painter, regarding 
the removal of the Ute Indians from thoir reser- 
vation in Colorado to Utah. 

Among other things Mr. Welsh says: 


“The public nature of your assault demands an 
equally public response. You are reported to have 
referred In a rather uncumplimentary mauper to the 
Indian Richts Association, and to have said that it 
was ‘tlooding the country with printed forms of peti- 
tions originating in,the brain of one C. OC, Painter, 
making statements Untroe in substance and in fact, 
and by which an entirely false impression was 
sought to be created,’ 

* It is reported further that you charged that ‘the 
Indian Rights Association had been organized for 
high and nobie purposes, but had been deceived anil 
misguided by its paid agent in the interest of the 
Pittsbarg Cattle Company, and that ageut was now 
lobbying 1n an unholy cause.’ 

“in response permit me on behalf of this associa- 
tion to say that we have known Mr. ©, C. Painter— 
whom you have chosen to insult—for ten years, and 
that his character for sound judgment, integrity, and 
courage is unimpeachable. it is true that he is a 
‘paid agent’ of the Indian Rights Association, in 
precisely the same sense that you aro a * paid agent’ 
of the people of Colorado, aud whatever disgrace 
attaches to him for reiving pay for legitimate work 
rendered attaches likewise to you. 

“That either he or this association is working in 
the interest of the Pittsburg Cattle Company 18 
false. The Indian Rights Association is indeed 
working to prevent the removal of the Ute Indians 
from their present ‘auds in Colorado, for reasons 
that have already been iorcibly stated, nos onty by 
this association, but by certain of your own constitu.

tion are such that you will hardly dare w insult 
them as you have dono us.”

WALT WHITMAN LAID AT BEST,

CEREMONIES AT THE TOMB CONCLUDED 

BY AN ADDRESS FROM R. G. INGERSOLL, 


Campex, N. J., March 30.—The remains of 
Walt Whitman, the post, were interred this afters 
noon in his tomb at Harleigh Cemetery after 
impressive funeral services, which were at- 
tended by a large throng of people. The casket 
of plain quartered oak was almost hidden be- 
neath the floral tributes, which were showered 
upon it by Whitman’s numerous admirers. No 
services were held at the house, and the mourn- 
ing procession moved to the cometery, while 
crowds of sympathetic spectators lined the walk. 

Several thousand people had vongregated 
around the massive tomb of rough granite long 
before the procession arrived, and filed inside te 
view the niche whioh is now tha last resutg 
Place of the poet’s remains. It is hollowed 
from the side of a little hillock, with walis built 


of massive blocks of rough-hewn grantte. The 
whole is surmounted by a great triangula 
block of the same stone, with the aame “Wal 
Whitman” carved in raised letters. The inside 
is lined With pure white marble. 

The honorary pall bearers were as follows: 
Julian Hawthorne, Robert G. Ingersoll, Herace 
Howard Furness, br. Daniel G. Brinton, George 
W. Childs, John Burroughs, J. H. Johneton 
Lincoln L. Eyre, J. H. Stoddart, Francis Howard

Thomas B. Harned, the poet's long-time 
friend, was charged with the duty of speaking 
for the city in which Whitman had livedsa 
many years, and he told of Whitman’s sacrifices 
for the fulfillment of his duty to his country 
during the war as a nurse jor sick soldiers— 
work which broke his stalwart physique and 
brought him to Camden in 1873, poor, par- 
alyzed, and siok. 

Dr. Buck, the poet’s biographer, followed in 
an address, in which he spoke at lengthon the 
life and character of the dead poet. 

The ceremonies were concluded by an addres 
from Robert G. Ingersoll, in which he spoke of 
Whitman as the most eminent oitizen of this 
Republic. In part he said: 

“You know better than I what his life has 
been. Butiet me say one thing. Knowing, as 
he did, what others can know and what they 
cannot, he accepted and absorbed all theories, 
all creeds, a@ll religions, and believed in none, 
His philosophy was a sky that embraced all 
clouds and accounted for all ciouds. He had a 
philosophy and a religion of his own, broader, 
as he believed—and as I believe—than others. 
He accepted all. He absorbed all And he 
was above all. He was true absolutely 
to himself. He had frankness, sourage. 
And he was as oandid as light He was 
willing that all the sons of men should 
be absolutely acquainted with his heart and 
brain. He bad nothing to conceal. Frank, 
candid, pure, serene, and noble. And for years 
and years he was maligned and slandered sim- 
ply because he had the candor of nature. He 
will be understood yet, and that for which he 
Was condemned—that is, his frankness, his can- 
dor—will add to the glory and greatness of his 
fame. He wrote a liturgy for humanity. He 
wrote a great and splendid psalm of }ife. And 
he gave to us the gospel of humanity—the great- 
est gospel that can be preached, the gospel of 
humanity.” 





CANADA AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 


PREMIER ABBOTT MAKES A PACIFIC AD- 
DRESS IN THE SENATE. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 30.—Premier Abbott 
concluded the dobate on the dispute between 
Canada and Newfoundland in the Senate this 
afternoon. His remarks would indicate that a 
solution of the troubles is at lastin sight. At 
the outset he deprecated the action of Senator 
Borton in bringing the matter before the House 
at such an inopportune time, contending that it 
would be far better to avoid discussion and 
leave the subject to be dealt with by the Gov- 
ernment itself. 

Mr. Abbott related the causes which led up to 
the existing policy of practical non-intercoursa 
between Newfoundland and the Dominion. He 


made out that the blame rested with the Gov- 
ernment of the Ancient Colony rather than 
with Canada. The Newfoundland Bait act was 
only allowed to go into operation with the 
Imperial Government on certain conditiona Its 
oly ay were not to be onforced against 

anadian fishermen. Newfoundland gave 
assurances both to the Federal and Imperial 
authorities. Throughout the dispute the colony 
never once intimated that Canadian tishermen 
had violated the Bait act by selling bait to 
foreigners. 

He said the order in Council rescinding free 
admission of Newfoundland fish into Canada 
was only adopted after the Government here 
had received representations from the maritime 
Sa dwelling with great force upon the 
nequality in the policy of both Governments, 
He added that recently this Government had 
received a confidential communication from 
London suggesting a conference in London be- 
tween representatives of Canada, Great Britain, 
and Newfoundland to see if a settlement of the 
trouble could not be reached. 

Canada readily accepted this proposition, and 
expressed the pleasureand satisfaction it would 
afford her to see amicabie relations restored be- 
tween the Dominion and the colony. It hap- 
ened, however, that Mr. Harvey of the New- 
oundiand Government had in the meantime 
left London forhome. Since then the Ottawa 
Government had expressed its willingness 
to appoint a representative to the conference, 
and said if Newfoundland agreed to discuss the 
matter, all ordora in Council discriminating 
against Newfoundland fish products would be 
revoked. 

He had reason to believe the Newfoundland 
Governmont, through the medium of Lord Ku ata 
ford, Secretary for the Colonies, had commaani- 
coated this intelligence to the proper authorities. 
For his part, he hoped full and free diseussion 
woult result ina satisfactory solution of the 
question. He earnestly hoped that ail canses 
of friction would be removed, and incidentally 
expressed the hope that Newfoundland would 
enter the Dominion confederation.

Charles W. Runyon, local manager 
for the telephone company, says thatthe com- 
any is bound td give the public lower rates 
han the telegraph people, no matter how low 
the rates have to be cut The rate waristo de 
made general.

the committee to right conclusions. Their 
ill-mannered efforts to browbeat Mr. Cov- 
DERT were worthy of a police court. The 
whole proceeding thus far only adds to 
the disgrace which has been brought upon 
the State by MAYNARD’s conduct and his 
elevation to the bench of the Court of Ap- 
peals. If the committees have no intention 
of making an investigation they might as 
well put an end to the farce. They are 
trying the public patience. 

The amazing scheme of some of the Sen- 
ators to get rid at once of their Executive 
Clerk, Mr. YOUNG, and of the suspicion of 
revealing their own secrets, has not gone 
through with the smoothness and celerity 
expected. Much to the surprise of the 
authors of this scheme, who do not seem 
to know how an honest man acts in the 
face of false and cowardly charges, Mr. 
Younc refused to avail himself of the per- 
mission to resign, and claimed, as of justice 
and decency, that his accusers should be 
made to confront him and that he should 
have a full and fair investigation. This 
was the last thing the Senators wanted. 
It now remains to be seen whether they 
will dare to remove Mr. YOUNG and so 
force the press to make the investigation 
or whether they will abandon their plans 
for the present. 


The feeling in Alabama in favor of the 
nomination of Mr. CLEVELAND is described 
in our Washington dispatches this morn- 
ing. Itis much stronger than before Mr. 
Hitt went down into that State. The 
spectacle of an “uncommonly anxious” 
small man in hot pursuit of a great office 
was not to the taste of the Democrats of 
Alabama, who have always had their own 
ideas as to the dignity proper to political 
leaders. In common with the people of Mis- 
sissippi and of Georgia, they also resent the 
transparent duplicity of Mr. H1LLin regard 
to national issues. If he seeks their sup- 
port—and they greatly prefer that he 
should not seek it so openly—he must, at 
least, let them know where he expects to 
lead them. HI Lu imagined that the young 
industries of Alabama had estranged the 
Democrats of that State from the well- 
defined policy of the party. He has found 
by this time how greatly he was in error. 


The Cantor Freedom of Worship bill was 
favorably reported in the Assembly yester- 
day without change, but it failed to get a 
day for special consideration. Mr. SULZER 
defiantly declared that ‘‘we are going to 
pass it, anyway.” Exactly whom Mr. 
SULZER includes in his confident ‘‘we” is 
not clear. Thereare certainly quite a num- 
ber of Democratic members of the Assem- 
bly whose constituents have no sympathy 
for such a measure as this, and if they have 
the courage of their ownconvictions they 
will not vote forit. Thereis nothing Re- 
publican or Democratic in the bill. It pro- 
ceeds solely from a Roman Catholic de- 
termination to force the House of Refuge 
and other reformatories for juvenile delin- 
quents from their non-sectarian policy and 
to open all such institutions to denomina- 
tional teaching and forms of worship in 
order that priests may proselyte among 
theirinmates. It is, in fact, in direct vio- 
lation of the spirit and intent of the consti- 
tutional guarantee of freedom of religious 
profession and worship. Has Mr. SULZER 
read in recent European dispatches what 
befell the German Emperor when he put 
himself behind a Roman Catholic bill and 
tried to “‘ pass it, anyway” ? 
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The Park Commissioners yesterday took 
the last step in the back track they have 
been treading for a week by requesting 
the Legislature to repeal the Speedway 
act. This action in effect pledges the 
Governor to sign the bill for repeal, 
but it does not secure the repeal by 
the Legislature. For that we have no 
recourse but to hold the City Government 
responsible, since the City Government 
controls the city members and had enough 
influence with the country members to se- 
cure the passage of the bill, the repeal of 
which the city demands. Mr. MCCARREN 
of Brooklyn, the Senator who declined to 
stultify himself by not obstructing the re- 
peal, still occupies the interesting attitude 
of believing that the speedway in the Park 
would be a good thing for a city he does 
not represent, and which has shown its all 
but unanimous determination not to have 
such a speedway. 


THE DEMOCRATIC ENROLLMENT. 
Senator HiLi’s snap convention will 
work in the end a great benetit to the 
Democratic Party in this State. It has 
roused the independence and the conscience 
ofthe party, and through the enrollment 
of its members in preparation for another 
and a really representative convention in 
May is bringing together the forces of its 
thinking and active men, who so long 
chafed in comparative silence under the 
domination of the baser elements that 
Hitt had organized into a personal 
machine, It will show that the great 
mass of the party in this State is not in 
sympathy with Hrixt and will no longer 
submit to the tyranny of his machine, 
but will assert the right to a fair 
representation in party councils. It 
will, furthermore, result in demon- 
strating that the party in New-York is 
for sound principles and decent methods, 
and determined once more to purste a 
progressive policy. This movement of the 
protestants against HILL’s methods is 
bringing forward the young and active 
spirits of the party and arousing the con- 
servative and thinking men; it will break 
the bonds of subserviency to ‘* bossism” 
and lift the organization once more toa 
level that willmake it not only fit to live, 
but fitto rule. This, at least, is the promise 
and potency of the reaction which HILL’s 
arbitrary performance has provoked, and 
in provoking it he has unwittingly done 
the party the one great service of his life, 
The new Democratic enrollment gives as- 
surance of a convention that will really be 
representative of the sentiment and wishes 
of the party in this State. That His 
February convention was not so is well 
known, and is everywhere admitted. He 
used his power as Governor for seven years 











to build up a machine for the control of 
caucuses and conventions, presuming upon 
the recognition of delegates and the sup- 
port of candidates after he had dictated 
their selection. To this end he used the 
power of appointment and of public pat- 
ronage and employment, and even the Ex- 
ecutive power over legislation. With this 
view he organized so far as he could those 
who held elective offices and those who 
were ambitious to hold them, and made 
them subservient to his designs. When he 
went out of the office of Governor the hold 
which he had upon the machinery of party 
organization was relaxed and he dared 
not leave its operation to the mercy of pop- 
ular action. He still had the Democratic 
State Committee at his command, for he 
had created it and tied it to his fortunes. 
He saw that there was but one way in 
which he could control the delegation of 
this State to the National Convention of 
the Democratic Party, and that desperate 
and risky method he determined to adopt. 
To give the people time to deliberate and 
opportunity to act would be fatal to his 
plan. He must work his machine promptly 
and mercilessly, or the party would assert 
itself against him. He bade his State 
Committee to call the State Convention 
in midwinter, on the shortest notice, and 
set his tools swiftly at work to con- 
trol the caucuses, before the people consti- 
tuting the party could rally their wits and 
unite for action. The result was a con- 
vention which did his bidding at Albany 
on the 22d of February, but which did not 
represent the party in any sense. It repre- 
sented his machine, so laboriously con- 
trived during seven years of abuse of pub- 
lic trust, and it ignored the will of the 
mass of the party. The actual voters 
which it represented were a small but un- 
defined fraction of that body. 

This arbitrary course aroused the Demo- 
crats of the State from the lethargy which 
had come upon them while HILL was bind- 
ing the party like a sleeping Samson. It 
has broken his cords and green withes and 
asserted itself at last. Its members are 
enrolling themselves for representative 
action. They propose to choose their own 
delegates toa State Convention to be held 
at Syracuse in May. Those delegates will 
be selected by the actual suffrages of the 
men who compose the party. All Demo- 
cratic voters will have an opportunity to 
express their choice in primary meetings, 
and the delegates will represent their will 
and their power. ‘These delegates will 
include the strong, active, independent 
men of the party, who are capable 
of guiding and leading it to a new 
career, and they will choose delegates 
to the National Convention at Chicago 
which will give voice to the real wishes of 
the party in this State. When the time 
comes there will be no question as to which 
of the two delegations to Chicago will 
represent the party of the State. One will 
represent the Hill machine, and that only; 
the other will represent the party in the 
broadest and truest sense. There can be 
little doubt as to which will be admitted. 
This enrollment and the action that will 
be consequent upon it ‘bid fair to effect 
@ regeneration of the Democracy of 
the State of New-York and to restore it 
to the high plane of sound principle 
and lofty purpose to which it was raised 
by CLEVELAND and MANNING in 1884. 
It will give it new impulses, new vigor, and 
a new leadership, and make it worthy of 
popular confidence once more. The effect 
will be felt throughout the national organ- 
ization and will help to put it in a condi- 
tion to hold power with honor and use it 
with wisdom and prudence. This revolt 
against Hillism is the most wholesome and 
promising factor just now in the political 
situation of the country. . 


WHO WERE RESPONSIBLE? 

lt is much to be desired that the diffi- 
culty and embarrassment by which the 
Democratic Party has suffered so much in 
connection with the Silver bill shall not be 
allowed to pass without a clear impression 
of where the responsibility belongs. That 
responsibility is certainly not light. When 
Congress assembled, the party was on the 
high road to complete success. Its signal 
triumph in 1890 had been followed by gen- 
eral success in the elections of last Fall, 
very brilliant and decisive in this State, 
and with a check only in Ohio, caused by 
the free-coinage plank in the platform. 
The mass of the party, and the independ- 
ent voters who had given the party its 
great victories, had every reason to expect 
that it would go directly and soberly 
forward on the path that had been 
marked out for it and in _ pur- 
suit of the policy it had been 
commissioned to carry out. To-day, 
after four months of the session, and when 
the work should be in shape for an early 
adjournment, the party fiuds itself only 
justemerging from a long and vexatious 
and doubtful struggle, not an inch ad- 
vanced beyond where it was on the 3d of 
December, with some bad blood remaining 
from the useless and unnecessary struggle, 
and, at best, witha task before it that is 
rendered far harder, though we think that 
itis happily by no means impracticable. 
Who is it that has inflicted this waste of 
time and energy upon it and thrown such 
serious obstacles in the way of what afew 
months since was apparently a certain and 
easy triumph? 

We desire to say that itis our clear con- 
viction that it is not the honest, if mis- 
guided, advocates of silver coinage, such as 
Mr. BLAND of Missouri and Mr. Prerce of 
Tennessee. Great as has been the error of 
these men, they have acted within their‘ 
rights as Democrats and as representatives 
of their own people, and they have acted in 
an open and manly fashion. They heave 
not persuaded the people of the United 
States that they are safe guides in politics 
or in finance, and Qhe net result of their 
labors has been to retard rather than to 
help the cause to which they are attached. 
But they were ready to stake their own 
fortunes on the fight they were making; 
they have “ fought fair”; they have been 
no sneaks, and they have commanded the 
respect of those who are opposed to them. 
But the men who are really responsible for 
the mischief are those who either have no 
convictions in the matter or know that the

and financially, and have encouraged 
its advocates in order to advance 
their personal interests. The chief 
of these is Mr. Him, and with 
him at the opening of the session were 
associated a little group of ‘leaders,’ 
some of whom have found it totheir ad- 
vantage since to deny that association. 
The situation on which they based their 
plans was, as they saw it, very simple. 
They knew that Mr. CLEVELAND was, in 
his usual open and uncompromising 
fashion, committed against the unlimited 
coinage of silver. They knew that Mr. 
CLEVELAND was the logical candidate for 
the Presidency of the party that had won 
overwhelming victories on the lines that 
he had marked out. They knew that the 
only way to prevent his nomination and 
secure that of one of their own number, or 
to make the latter even possible, was to 
commit the party to free coinage and to 
obscure the vital issue of tariff reférm 
which he embodied. And from this basis 
of operations they proceeded to develop 
their campaign. 

The first movement was to prevent the 
nomination to the Speakership of Mr. 
MILLs, who represented in Congress the 
tariff-reform idea. That would of itself 
be a direct and heavy blow to the reform 
movement. They did not, of course, open- 
ly avow this purpose, for that would have 
led to its defeat. They selected Mr. Crisp 
as their cat’s-paw. He had always stood 
well on the tariff issue and could not be ac- 
cused of intending to betray his party re- 
garding it, though the conspirators made 
sure that he would do so, and when he 
came to make up his committees he did do 
so. Having, with the aid of Tammany, 
and its control of New-York members 
who never should have swerved from 
the right line, élected Mr. Crisp and or- 
ganized confusion, delay, and weakness in 
the House, their next step, for which they 
had been carefully preparing, was to force 
the silver question on the House. In this 
they found the honest silver men naturally 
eager instruments. Mr. Crisp put Mr. 
BLAND at the head of the Coinage Commit- 
tee and gave himastrong majority of the 
committee, and the Committee on Rules 
was “fixed” to give the silver men every 
advantage they could ask for. Meanwhile 
Mr. Hitt was doing all that he dared 
to do to make himself “solid” with the 
silver men of the South and Southwest, 
and the cabal looked forward with com- 
placency to the result of their efforts. 
They fully believed that by the lst of June 
the House would have passed the Bland bill 
by a decisive majority, and that eitber 
it would have been defeated in the 
Senate or vetoed by the President. 
Thus Mr. CLEVELAND would have be- 
come an impossible candidate, and the 
field would be open for the small men, 
especially for Mr. Hitt. The scheme has 
failed for the time, and apparently forever. 
The Bland bill, instead of passing by a de- 
cisive majority, was saved from actual de- 
feat by the Speaker’s casting vote. The 
effort to revive it and get it again before 
the House seems hopeless. Should this 
prove to be the case, there is nothing now 
in sight that can prevent tariff reform from 
being the issue and Mr. CLEVELAND the 
candidate, and under those conditions vic- 
tory is almost absolutely sure. In the 
meantime it is worth recalling the danger 
that has beeh encountered and the authors 
of it. 


NEEDS OF OUR NAVY. 


The Naval Appropriation bill now before 
Congress contains some provisions calling 
for more comment than they have yet re- 
ceived. Nearly ten years ago Congress 
enacted that no repairs should be made on 
the hulls or machinery of wooden ships 
where the estimated cost exceeded one- 
fifth of the original value. The pending 
bill reduces this limit from one-tifth to 
one-tenth, and provides that no new 
boilers shall in any case be made for any 
wooden vessel. WINSLOW’S Kearsarge and 
FarRRAGU?’s Hartford are specially ex- 
empted from these provisions, so that they 
may be kept as memorials of the past, like 
the Constitution, 

The House Committee finds that Secre- 
tary TRACY agrees with it that ‘“ these 
obsolete ships with their obsolete guns are 
of little service, and ought to give way 
rapidly for the new and better ships we are 
building.” But where it departs widely 
and, as we think, unwisely from the Secre- 
tary’s view is innot providing a suitable 
number of vessels, in the pending bill, to 
help take the place of those whose de- 
parture it now more than ever hastens. It 
authorizes but one new ship this year—a 
splendid armored cruiser, costly as well as 
powerful, yetonly one. Last year, alse, only 
one vessel was authorized. Now we find the 
committee stating that since July 1, 1890, 
a period of only a year* and nine months, 
“nine of these old vessels have been 
stricken from the register,” and it adds 
that “still others will be retired between 
this and July, 1893.” How isit expected 
to make up such losses at the rate it now 
adopts? Power is incomparably the great- 
est need, yet we must also have numbers. 
A considerable home squadron is needed 
for the North Atlantic station, a smaller 
but yet adequate home squadron for the 
Pacific station, and besides these we have 
the Asiatic and the South Atlantic sta- 
tions to provide for, while the European is 
now from lack of vessels absolutely desert- 
ed. We find in our dealings for the last 
year with foreign nations, not only the 
Italian, Chilean, and British contro- 
versies, but many minor affairs in which 
the navy has been concerned. There were 
calls for ships to guard American citizens 
or interests in the Chinese rivers during 
the anti-foreign riots; at Honolulu in the 
disturbed Hawaiian political situation; at 
Apia, whence rumors of trouble came; in 
Central America, in the Brazilian and 
Argentine waters, and so on—and such 
calls came, too, pending Chilean troubles 
or the patrol duty of Bering Sea, If under 
the 20 per cent. limit, with the provisions 
of some former sessions for, perhaps, half a 
dozen new vessels, we have to-day in com- 
mission, or available, fewer ships than 
before the reconstruction of the navy 
began, how will it be with the 10 per cent. 
limit and only one new vessel a year? 

While, also, the modern tendency to large 
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war ships is sound, there should be some 
small vessels to do the work of the larger 
in ordinary times at far less expense, so 
that only a part of the big ships, like the 
Indiana and the New-York, need be kept in 
commission. Secretary TRacy recom- 
mended in his report ‘‘ four small vessels 
of special design” for river service on the 
Asiatic and South Atlantic stations. They 
need not exceed 1,200 tons’ displacement 
or cost over $400,000 each; yet with 17 
knots’ speed and a battery of rapid-fire 
guns they could be most useful and could 
go where vessels much more costly could 
not. He asked means to build the torpedo 
cruiser authorized by a former Congress, 
but which nobody wanted to construct 
with the high speed required under the too 
meagre appropriation; and we may here 
note that one of the leading lessons of last 
year’s British manwuvres in St. George’s 
Channel was the value of these torpedo- 
boat catchers. Again, the pending bill 
fails entirely to provide for torpedo boats, 
although it is clear that the committee 
does not question their value, since it looks 
forward to the day when thirty torpedo 
boats shall be “ added to the United States 
Navy.” Eight or ten of them could be 
built for a million dollars, and, indeed, the 
combined first installments on two or three 
river gunboats to help take the place of 
our disappearing wooden fleet, the needed 
torpedo cruiser, and half a dozen torpedo 
boats could be made for less than a million 
dollars. 

We have heretofore questioned the wis- 
dom of the committee’s opinion that not 
one additional battle ship out of the nine 
which it finds desirable for our navy 
could be judiciously authorized this year, 
since “either the pew ship or some of 
those already authorized would be obliged 
to wait for armor.” As Secretary Tracy 
has said, the lesson of the last eight years 
is “ the necessity of early authorization.” 
Last Winter, with a clear field and only 
one ship to provide for, the Navy Départ- 
ment hurried “to an extraordinary de- 
gree” the preparations for building Cruiser 
No. 13, and yet ‘“‘it was six months after 
the passage of the act before the prelimi- 
nary work was fairly begun. The average 
time,” adds the Secretary, ‘‘ has been about 
one year, and, omitting the Jndiana and 
her consorts and Cruiser No. 12, it has been 
nearly one year and a half.” The actual 
construction of a battle ship authorized at 
this session could hardly begin, it is said, 
before next Spring. But even were there 
more force in the committee’s objections to 
authorizing another battle ship now, that 
would not settle the question as to the 
smaller vessels already spoken of, which 
require no armor. 


THE ANARCHISTS IN PARIS. 

The latest demonstrations of the An- 
archists in Paris make it clear that it is not 
private envy and malice that actuate the 
demonstrators, but the hatred of class for 
class—of thé class that has nothing for the 
class that has everything, The sentiment 
is no more respectable on this account, nor 
the proposal to reform society by dynamite 
any more promising. But as a social symp- 
tom the demonstrations are formidable ac- 
cording to the number of persons engaged 
in them or who approve of them, for such 
persons believe that they have nothing to 
lose, and that they could not be worse off 
if human society were completely disor- 
ganized and resolved into its primitive 
elements. It is avowedly against human 
civilization that the Anarchists are waging 
war. 

It would be flagrantly unjust to labor, in 
France or anywhere else, to hold it ac- 
countable for these outrages; and equally 
unjust to hold responsible the Socialists of 
any country in which Socialism is an or- 
ganized force. ‘The people who believe 
that the State should and could do more 
for the welfare of citizens than it does now 
are the people who consider themselves 
most concerned in strengthening and up- 
holding the power of the State. Anarchism 
makes war upon every part of society and 
every phase of opinion, but it seems to be 
arrayed especially against the Socialists. 
In this country the nearest approach to 
an organized Socialistic Party is furnished 
by the Farmers’ Alliance, which demands 
that the Government should do all manner 
of things for the benefit of its members; 
butit is quite out of the question that 
Anarchism should find any foothold among 
American farmers. Indeed, it is impossible 
that it should find any foothold among 
any class of Americans, It never has 
found any, for our Anarchisui, of which 
there has never been but one destructive 
manifestation, has all been imported, and 
not only did not arise, but could not possi- 
bly have arisen, from the conditions of 
American society. 

A country in which there is still room 
for everybody so disposed to take up 
enough unoccupied land to yield hima 
living, and in which every industrious and 
able-bodied man can still pledge his future 
for land that is easy of access and of cul- 
tivation, is happily free from the conditions 
that generate Anarchism. The case is very 
different in countries so crowded that a 
considerable part of the population feels 
daily the pressure of the struggle for life 
with competitors. Itis the weakest, phys- 
ically and morally, that go tothe wallin 
sucha struggle, and Anarchism is an ex- 
pression of the discontent of the weakest 
elements of society. Armed with dyna- 
mite, if can do'a great deal of temporary 
mischief, but it can no more overthrow 
than it can reconstruct society, except, 
possibly, in Russia, whiéh is a country in 
all respects anomalous. 

Nowhere is society more thoroughly 
united against Anarchism than in France, 
because nowhere else are the power and 
the beneficence of social institutions bet- 
ter recognized. It isnot surprising to learn 
that the leading Anarchists in France are 
foreigners, and itis to be hoped and also 
to be expected that the expulsion of some 
forty of these will have a beneficial effect 
in clearing the air. 
lesson of Chicago may yet be needed for 
the native agitators, and if so it will doubt- 
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handful of insurgents; it is only in the 
dark that Communism can work. There 
are absolutely no signs that any consider- 
able part of the population of Paris, and 
even less of France at large, sympathizes 
with the Anarchists. It is to be hoped that 
the labor organizations in particular will 
take pains todisavow any sympathy with 
them. In any case, the May Day celebra- 
tion will require great tact and firmness 
upon the part both of the leaders of the 
labor organizations and of the authorities 
charged with the maintenance of order.

It is a nota- 
ble fact that curiosity always takes the place of 
enthusiasm with these persons at the beginning 
of the opera and only retires to a second place 
under the influence of a voice that is one of the 
wonders of its time; so that “Ah, fors e lui” 
gets less applause than the finale of the card 
scene. 

Mme. Patti was in good voice last night and 
sang with her customary judgment, Time is 
very kind to her, or perhaps it would be more 
truthful to say that the old scythe bearer cannot 
compete with the artist’s admirable care of her 

recious organ of song and her perfect use of it, 

ast night the matchless beauty of that silver- 
flute tone for which the most famous of all 
sopranos in the history of music has always 
been noted seemed to be quite as rich as it ever 
was. There is ho denying the fact that Mme. 
Patti's upper register demands more restraint 
on the part of the singer than it used to, but the 
middle register is so lovely that the very small 
defects occasiona manifest in the highest 
notes may pass wNhout comment. 

As for tho singer’s delivery, itis as perfect in 
ite art as ever it was, and the art calls forall 
the more praise in thatit never attempts any- 
thing beyond its scope. In spite of traditions 
to the coptrary,we donot regard Violetta as one 
of the great prima donna’s most advantageous 
roles; but it is, nevertheless, one in which she 
is still able to delight even those who have been 
familiar with her singing for a respectable 
number of years, She received last night the 
customary tributes of flowers and applause, 
and, as usual, introduced her favorite addition 
to the music of Italian opera, ‘‘ Home, Sweet 
Home.”

YOUNG PEOPLE’S CONCERT. 

The last of Mr. Damrosch’s concerts for young 
people was given yesterday afternoon in Music 
Ha)l. A large audience was present, and there 
was plenty of applause, much of which came 
from the young people. Strangely enough, 
the occasion was chosen for the first 
appearance in New-York of Mme. Amalia 
Joachim, the noted German lieder singer, who 
is the wife of Dr. Josef Joachim, the eminent 
violinist. Mme, Joachim is a singer of great 
experience, and the taste and intelligence of 
her work will appeal to all sincere lovers of 
music. She understands the spirit of heder 
singing thoroughly, and shows the resultof a 
careful study of each song. 

It is a great pity, however, that Mme, Joachim 
did not conceive the idea of coming to America 
a few years earlier in her brilliant career. The 
effect of time upon a large and rich voice would 
have been less apparent, and we sbould have 
found less qualification in the pleasure given 
by her excellent reading of such songs as *“* Che 
Faro” and Schubert’s * Haiderislein,” two of 
her principal numbers yesterday. 

The concert served to introduce also Miss 
Villa Whitney White, a pupil of Mme. Joachim, 
who sang duets by Schubert and Dvorak with 
her teacher. Miss White possesses the youth 
and freshness of voice of which inexorable time 
has robbed her -preceptress, but, of course, she 
lacks the experience. Judging from yesterday’s 
performance, her inclinations appear to be mu- 
sical, and she will doubtless, with the infusion 
of a little more warmth into her work, become 
a very good concert singer. 

The orchestra was heard in the “ William 
Tell” overture, the prize song from “Die 
Meistersinger,” the andante from Schubert's 
symphony in C, and two movements from 
Bizet’s *‘ L’Arlesienne.”

BLISS MEN SCORE MILHOLLAND 
IN A CIRCULAR LHITER. 


ACCUSE HIM OF DOING BAD THINGS— 
SAY HE’S AS BAD AS THE WORST 
DEMOCRAT IN THE COUNTRY—MIL- 
HOLLAND DECLARES IT’S NOT SO. 


The pretty Republican row in the Eleventh 
Assembly District, wherein John E. Milholland,

PLATT WANTS HARMONY. 


HE SEEKS IT IN WASHINGTON AND 
HAS A BIG JGB ON HIS HANDS. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Mr. Thomas C. 
Platt still lingers in Washington. He met with 
a series of disappointments this morning which 
would have disheartened a less seasoned cam- 
paigner. First he called at the White House 
and was informed that the President wae un- 
able to see him, owing tothe fact that he had 
an engagement which would oceupy several 
hours. 

Mr. Platt pocketed disappointment and started 
for the Treasury Department. Yes, Mr. Foster 
wasin, but he was engaged. Would Mr. Platt 
kindly call in the afternoon! This was the dis- 
couraging message New-York’s Republican boss 
reesived through the colored gentleman on 
guard at the Secintary’s door. Mr. Platt made a 


virtue of necessity, and a few hours later he 
was closeted with Mr. Foster. Before evening 
he contrived to get an aldience with Mr. Har- 
rison. 

As stated in THe Times this morning, the ob- 
ect of Mr. Platt’s visit is to try to patch up peace 
p the ranks of New-York Republicans, which 

has been destroyed by young Mr. Milbolland’s 
rformance in the Eleventh Assembly District. 
When Milholland came here last week to ex- 
plain away the charges made against him by 
Col George Bliss, and substantiated by Col. &. 
V. R. Cruger, he found that he had tackled an 
exceedingly difficult undertaking. ‘The Union 
League Club influence had preceded him, and 
both the President and Secretary Foster were 
prepared to take him to task for his actions. 

r. Milholland asserted while here that he 
had smoothed the difiic&lty over, but later re- 
ports show that be was hauled over the coals in 
the liveliest possible fashion by his superiors.

ABRAM BLOOMER HART. 

The Rev. Abram Bloomer Hart, who was 
brought conspicuously before the public about 
a year ago through his persistent efforts to con- 
solidate St. Stephen’s Protestant Episcopal 
Parish, of which he was rector, with the Church 
of the Holy Trinity in Harlem, died Tuesday 
night at the St. Stephen’s reotory,43 West 
Forty-seventh Street. He was nearly eighty- 
one years old, and had been in feeble health for 


some time. He resigned his rectorate about 
six months ago in consequence of his failing 
strength. 

Mr. Hart was a native of this city and spent 
nearly all of his long life here. He studied for. 
the ministry in the General Theological Semi- 
nary of the Protestant Episcepal Church, and 
immediately after graduating began his minis- 
terial labors in @® modest way. Circumstances 
took him South early in hie career, and he re- 
mained there for a few years. Soon after his 
return to New-York he was offered and accepted 
the post of rector of St, Stephen’s Church. 

A little more than a year ago Mr. Hart identi- 
fied himself heartily with a plan to consolidate 
his parish with that of the Holy Trinity in 
Harlem. It was asserted in his behalf that he 
became interested in this projectin consequence 
of a suggestion of Bishop Fotter’s. A majority 
of his Vestrymen fisagroed with Mr. Hart, and 
after a tedious and somewhat acrimonious fight 
in various courts, Judge Van Brunt decided 
against the consolidation. The decision wasa 
keen disappointment to the venerable rector. 


Y LANSING ZABRISKIE. 

Lansing Zabriskie of Newport, R. L, formerly

ANARCHISTS MUST LEAVE PARIS. 


——_—_< | 
FORTY MEN DRIVEN OUT—ARREST OF 
THE NOTORIOUS RAVACHOL. 


PARIS, March 30.—In accordance with the de 
clsion of the Government to adopt the most 
stringent measures to repress the Anarchists, 
orders for their expulson from France within 
twenty-four hours were to-day communicated 
to forty of the leading foreign ‘Anarch- 
ists in Paris. No actual crime is charged 
against these men, but the authorities are de- 
termined to prevent them from committing any 
acts of violence here. They are known to be 
hand in glove with the French Anarchists, and 
it is believed they will be far less dangerous if 
they are driven from the country. 

Several other Anarchists, who were warned a 
short time ago to leave France, paid no atten- 
tion to the warning, and gave no sign that they 
intended to depart. To-day they were taken in 
charge by the police, and conducted to the 
frontier. 

Several of the expelled Anarchists appeared 
to be respectable tradesmen or workmen. Two 
are Italians, who were greatly esteemed by 
their employers. The majority accepted the 
Government's fiat passively, some asking for 
delay to arrange their affairs. 

Léon Ravachol, believed to be the head of the 
band of Anarchists who have caused the dyna- 
mite explosions in Paris, was arrested to- 
day. He was found in a café at the 
corner of Rue Lancry and the Boule 
vard Magenta, which is frequented by work- 
ingmen. When he saw the police enter the 
place he sprang to his feet and, putting his 
hand inside the breast of his coat, half drew a 
pistol from his pocket, Before he had time to 
use the weapon the police rushed upon him and 
seized him. He made asharp struggle against 
his captors, but was soon overcome, and his 
hands were tied behind his back. 

Ravachol was in no way oowed by his arrest, 
but shouted asloud as he could, “Vive An- 
archie!” At the prison he was searched, and it 
was found that he was armed with two loaded 
revolvers aud that his walking cane was a 
swordstick. The ofliciala anthropometrically 
examined him, and the measurements taken 
identified him with the notorious Anarchist 
criminal Kinigstein. 

‘Ravachol denied his identity when arraigned 
before a magistrate for examination after his 
arrest. He was then suddenly confronted by a 
supposed accomplice named Chaumartin, who, 
as soon ashe caught sight of the prisoner, ex- 
claimed, “‘ Ravachol, I recognize you, though 
your beard is off’ To this the Anarchist re- 
plied: “Iflam Ravachol that does not prove 
that I blow up houses.’’ 

The police have seized quantities of nitrio and 
sulphuric acids and a number of retorts at 
Ravachol’s lodgings. Ravachol is already under 
sentence of death by default for the murder of 
auold man. He is well dressed and dandyish. 

The hotel keepers here deny that there has 
been any decrease in the number of visitors 
they have entertained, They say that the panic 
caused by the recent explosions has caused no 
appreciable falling off in the number of persons 
asking for accommodations. On the contrary, 
their hotels are fuller than before, being 
crowded with Easter arrivals. 

There is nv truth in the report that a bomb 
was exploded last evening in the building of 
the Crédit Lyonnais, one of the largest banksin 
this city, damaging the building and injuring 
two persons. 

LONDON, March 30.—The trial began to-day, at 
the Staffordshire Assizes, of Frederick Charles, 
twenty-seven years, clerk; Victor Cailes, thirty- 
three, engine driver; John Westley, thirty-two, 
brushmaker; William Ditchflield, forty-three, 
filer; Joseph Thomas Deakin, thirty-three, 
clerk, and John Battola, alias Deognaviety, 
alias Deoganoff, thirty, shoemaker, the men who 
are charged with being the leaders of the Wal- 
sall Anarchist conspiracy. 

Owing tothe news that has reached England 
of the outrages perpetrated by Anarchists on 
the Continent, particularly in Paris, great in- 
terest was taken in the case, and the court- 
room was crowded with eager listeners. Sir 
Richard E. Webster, the Attorney General, 
appeared to prosecute the prisoners.

BLAINE AND FOSTER ARRANGING 
FOR ARBITRATION. 


EVERYTHING MOVING ALONG NOW 
HARMONIOUSLY—NO FURTHER FRIC- 
TION ANTICIPATED—SIGNIFICANT NO- 
TICE TO CANADIAN SEALERS. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Secretary. Blaine 
has resumed the discharge of his official 
duties and will conduct all fur- 
ther negotiations on behalf of this 
Government in the Bering Sea mat- 
ter. Gen. J. W. Foster will continue, however, 
to assist in the conduct of these negotiations, as 
well as others affecting the commercial inter- 
ests of the United States, 

The two gentlemen named had a conference 
with the President this morning in regard to 
the details of the reply to be made to Lord 
Salisbury’s note of the 26th inst.,. agreeing 
to a renewal of last year’s modus 
vivendi under certain conditions respecting 


indemnity. As has been already stated, this 
Government has practically decided to accept 
these conditions with certain restrictions, and 
itis understood that a letter prepared by Secre- 
tary Blaine was accepted at the couference this 
morning as defining the position of this Gov- 
ernment on the subject. 

These views will probably be communicated 
to Sir Julian Pauncefote to-morrow, and as they 
callforno material change in the proposition 
of Lord Salisbury, it is expected that an agree- 
- ed on that point will be reached in a short 
time. 

It is said that no further action will be taken 
in regard to the arbitration treaty un- 
til the arrangements for the modus have 
been cowpleted. The British Minister has 
been officially informed of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, and has undoubtedly 
communicated the fact to the home Govern- 
ment. In the meantime Gen. Foster and his ae- 
sistants are busily engaged in the preliminary 
preparation of the case of the United States for 
submission to the arbitrators. 

The personnel of that tribunal will not be an- 
nounced for several weeks. It is settled, how- 
ever, that Gen. J. W. Foster will be the agent 
and Judge E. J. Phelps of Vermont the leading 
counsel on behalf of the United States. There 
will be other counsel, but they have not as yet 
been selected. 

£x-Senator Spooner of Wisconsin will proba- 
bly be invited to act in that capacity. It ie 
stated on authority that the two arbitrators 
on behalf of the Jnited States have not yet 
beon chosen. The ‘eport that Austria or some 
other country had been substituted for Italy as 
one of the neutral countries to nominate an ar- 
bitrator is officially denied. 


LONDOX, March 30.—Sir George Baden- 
Powell, the British Bering Sea Commissioner, 
arrived at Qmeenstown to-day from New- 


York on the Inman Line steamer City 
of New-York, He intended to _ pro- 
ceed to Liverpool, but was stopped at 
Queenstown by a communication from the Goy- 
ernment ordering him to coufer with Messrs. 
Gleadowe and Rose, whoare going to Victoria, 
B. G, on behalf of Great Britain, to assist in 
the settlement of the claims of Canadian sealers. 

Sir George states that he has all along had 
absvlute confidence that the Bering Sea trou- 
bles would be amicably settled.

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 30.—The Collector of 
Customs at Victoria, B. €., has been notified by 
telegraph from Ottawa not to allow any more 
clearances to vessels going to Bering Sea. This 
is regarded as an indication that an agreement 


has been reached between Lord Salisbury and- 


Secretary Blaine for the renewal of the modus 
vivendi. 

It is stated that already forty claims for 
compensation, aggregating $500,000, have 
been forwarded to the Fisheries Department by 
the sealers of Victoria, B. C. The renewal of 
the modus vivendi consequent upon the passage 


of the treaty of arbitration by the United States 
Senate wil! deprive the sealers of any claim for 
compensation this year, 

The notice issued by the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries, and signed by Charlies H. 
Tupper, is to the effect that all persons having 
claims for compensation for loss or damage 
through the expulsion or Warning ont of Bering 
Sea, under the modus vivendi, must lodge the 
same with the Collector of Customs before 
April 28. 

Mr. Balyea, soiicitor for the sealers, says that 
all their claims were turned in to him, and by 
him forwarded, two months ago, to the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries. 

Mr. Balyea said that there were between 
thirty and forty claims, aggregating $500,000, 
and all the sealers were represented. 

About the only man sailing his own boat was 
Capt. Victor Jacobsen, but his claim was 
awiong the others sent to Ottawa. Two Amceri- 
can sealers wished Mr. Balyeato handle their 
claims, but it was explained to them that this 
was impossible; that they would have to apply 
to their own Government, which, it is under- 
stood, they did,

WITH THE SEALERS. 

SAN Francisco, March 30.—One of the British 
sealing fleet, the mninety-four-ton schooner 
Maria, put into this port yesterday in distress. 
The Maria was 141 days from St. John, N. B., 
and was tadly crippled when she arrived. On 
the 9th inst. a blow carried away her maintop- 
mast, and on the 26th another gale sprung her 
foretopmast head. In the afternoon James An- 
thony fell from the bowsprit and was drowned.

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THE HONORABLE SENATORS. 


THEY STILL PURSUE THEIR BRUTAL 
ATTACK ON MR. YOUNG. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Senator Cameron 
(Rep., Penn.,) will to-morrow ask for an exeou- 
tive session of the Senate, when he will lay ber 
fore hie ‘“‘ honorable” associates on the Repub- 
lican side the answer of Mr. James R. Young, 
the Exeoutive Clerk, to the demand of the Sena- 
tors of the Republican side that he shall resign, 
under false and scandalous charges-of infidelity 
to the body. 

Mr. Young's answer will set forth that he has 
been informed of the demand of the Senate, but 


that in the absence of truth in the charges 
brought against bim, and otesting against 
the proceedings as unjust to him, he cannot con- 
sent to consider the proposition to resign under 
accusation, and demands an investigation. 

It is not at all likely that the Senators who 
have made a disgusting and discreditable blun- 
der in thus attempting to exercise a power that 
they could have successfully used without the 
introduction of the brutal and infamous charges 
will grant the demand of Mr. Young for an in- 
vestigation. 't would be looking fortoo much 
manliness and honor on their part to depend 
uponit. An invostigation, too, might be dan- 
gerous in exposing to public contempt the men 
who have reve>*ed the secrets for divulging 
which the poeees are guilty and are about to 

unish a man Whom they know to be absolutely 
Lnocent, 

If Senator Quay (Rep., Penn.,) was deter- 
mined that cause » paper in which Mr. 
Young is interested is opposing his re-election 
Mr. Young shall be removed, that was not a 
sufficient provocation or justification for most 
of the Republican Senators to disgrace them- 
selves utterly and join in perpetrating an 
atrocity that no decent man would be guilty of 
toward the humblest of his servants. All that 
Mr. Quay needed to have asked of Mr. Hale, 
(Rep., Me.,) if Quay did not have the effroutery 
to do his own dirty work, waa to ask Ifiin to 
introduce the resolution vacating the office. 
Mr. Hale will do mean things very cheerfully, 
and be would have done that. That would 
have given Hale and Quay a chance to put in 
one of Quay’s henchmen and so capture (juay’s 
good will and services for the re-election of 
Harrison.

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BLAINE’S ARGENTINE POLICY. 


-_—_—_————— 
WHAT IS SAID TO HAVE BEEN GIVEN 
. FOR A COALING STATION. 


Lonpon, March 31.—The Times’s correspond- 
ent at Buenos Ayres telegraphs as follows: 

“ An indiscreet notice in the press, the origin 
of which has been traced to one of the Minis- 
tries, stated that Admiral Walker was the 
bearer of happy proposals which insured the 
evttiement of questions between the Argentine 
Ropublic and the United States. This was sup- 
ported by subsequent post-prandial speeches of 
tho American Minister, the Secretary of Lega- 
tion, and the American officers here. 

“Official denial led me closely to investigate 
the affair. Asa result, I have come to the con- 
clusion that the Argentine declaration that reci- 
procity with the United States has been declined 
was only half the truth. At first the Argentine 
Government declined to hold its war ships at 
the disposal of the United States, but the Gov- 
ernment bas now accepted in principle Ad- 
miral Walker’s generous offer of United States 
protection, in case the Argentine Republic 
becomes involved in boundary questions with 
Chile and Brazil and of protection against for- 
eign interference if the Argentine Republic at- 
tempis to cancel her European obligations, 

“Brazil, desiring to rescind the reciprocity 
treaty which was obtained, asthe Brazilians 
declare, under promises which have not been ful- 
Zlied, has now been thrown over by the United 
Etates. Chile might perhaps be attacked through 
the Argentine Kepublic, while funds will be ad- 
Vanced to Peru to enable her to pay Chile the 
Tacna-Arica indemnity, the consideration for 
this being the excellent and easily-defensible 
port of Chimbote, which is to be held ready as a 
United States naval station. 

“This is part of Secretary Blaine’s ambitious 
programme to destroy European influence in 
tho South Atlantic and Pacific in order 
to secure a good card for the Presiden- 
tial election. The present moribund Argen- 
tine Goverument does not represent the feeling 
of the most valuable class of public opinion, in 
that it has accepted a semi-protectorate from 
the United States. 

“The Government, however, insists that it 
gives absolutely nothing, and accepts only 
what binds the United States and not Argentina 
It is alleged that Admiral Walker has also been 
kegoiiating with Uruguay.”

SOME ANGRY METHODISTS 


EXCITED BY THE CIRCULATION OF 
ANONYMOUS LETTERS. 


QUEER METHODS TO INFLUENCE THE 
SELECTION OF GENERAL CONFERENCE 
DELEGATES—MINISTERS PROPOSE TO 
INVESTIGATE. 

Some anonymous letters, apparently written 
to injure the chances of election of several 
prominent clergymen as delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, have caused what some members term 
‘‘a scandal” in the New-York Conference. The 
letters were vigorously discussed between ses- 
sions of the conference in the Park Avenue 
Methodist Church yesterday and were the cause 
ofemphatic statements and lively canvassing 
by many well-known clergymen. A _ political 
contest of no mean proportions was increased 
because of them. Except among a few there 
Was a deep mystery around the unsigned letters. 

Six delegates to the General Conference, 
which meets in May at Omaha, are to be chosen 
by the New-York Conference. The places are 
considered of importance, as the General Con- 
ference is the law-making body of the Church. 
Members of the local conferences esteem it an 
honor to be chosen. The methods employed to 
injure the chances of some very prominent 
members of the New-York Conference it was 
said yesterday would be thesubject of action by 
the conference, and might lead to serious con- 
sequences. 

The anonymous IlIetters 
some time ago to each member of the confer- 
ence have been made the subject of an investi- 
gation, the results of which have been prepared 
in the form of a brief, which the aggrieved cler- 
gymen may submit to the conference. 

Some weeks ago several prominent Methodist 
clergymen met at Poughkeepsie and, among 


other things, discussed the probable delegates 
to the Omaha Conference. hey made no secret 
ofit Among the names mentioned were those 
of the Kev. John G. Oakley of Goshen; the Rev. 
James M. King, New-York; the Rev. A. J. 
Palmer, Yonkers: the Kev. J. RK. Day, Calvary 
Church, New-York, aud the Rev. Morris D. C. 
Crawford, Correspondiug Secretary of the New- 
York City Church Extension and Missionary So- 
ciety. So far as could be learned yesterday, no 
conclusions were reached, and the Poughkeepsie 
meciiug waa not even dignitied by the name of 
acaucus. Soon after it was held copies of the 
anonymous letter referred to were sentout. The 
letter was dated Poughkeepsie, aud read as fol- 
lows: 

DEAR BROTHER: A select company of your breth- 
ren recently held a secret meeting at Poughkeepsie 
and agreed, alter prayerful consideration aud several 
ballots, upon the following list of delegates tv the 
General Conference: (Second Peter, tv., 10.)

litics was au inspiration W hear that must 
lave caused the ears of the brethren not in- 
Vited to burn. You will conciude that the ticket 
represents the above principles. The members of 
the New-York Conference ought to be greatly in- 
debted to Brother F. J. Belcher, Brother C. §. Har- 
rower, and B. Ff. Hermance for their most active and 
self-sacriticing services in connection with this judi- 
cious and timely action, as itis sometimes difficult, 
where there are 80 many excellent men to choose 
from, what selectionsto make. We trust that the 
other active brethren in the work of the caucus will 
not feel slighted at the omission of their names. 
After the next meeting is held, having preserved all 
the particulars thus far, we will furnish you with 
the names of the brethren present at all of the pre- 
limiuary meetings, a digest of the discussions, and 
some of the correspondence conducted. and then you 
will be convinced of the wisdom and brotherly 
character of this action. 

Some who received this letter looked up the 
text which the anonymous writer had indicated 
just before t®e names on the caucus slate. They 
found these words: 

“Wherefore, the rather, brethren, give diligence 
to make your calling and election sure; for if you 
do these things, ye shail never fail.” 

The ministers whose names were mentioned 
in the letter are among the oldest and most in- 
filuential in the conference. They and their 
friends were indignant. At about the same 
time it was raported that another anonymous 
statement was being sent out. This statement 
was: 

“The Hudson River Ministerial Association has 
held a secret meeting in the City of Ponghkeepsie, at 
which aticket was made out for deiegates to the 
General Conference to be held in Omaha in May.’’ 

To these anonymous letters the Rev. John G. 
Oakley, President of the Hudson River Minis- 
terial Association, made a reply, which was 
printed and scattered widely. He used some 
plain language. In discussing the conferences 
to talk over delegates he said: 

“ Any brother who is willing to go to General Con- 
ference should also be willing to standin the light 
which his brethren may throw upon him when they 
are looking for material for a first-class delegation, 
Ifhe isnot willing to stand in that light, he shouid 
be willing to satay at home. 

**We mast all feel greatly humiliated because there 
isacondivion of feeling among us: which could in- 
duce a brother to address us by an anonymous let. 
ter in which certain brethren are mentioued by 
hame. a 

“The meeting at Poughkeepsie, instead of being a 
secret meeting of the Hudson River Ministerial As- 
sociation, was quite a representative meeting of 
members of the New-York Conference. * * * I 
am very, Very sorry that the anonymous letter was 
written, not because it will harm the brethren 
named, for it will not; it has already greatly helped 
them. ‘the tide turns mightily in their favor. It is 
generally beLeved that when men are attacked by 
pame and by some one who dares not make his own 
name known, the men named are honorable men, 
and the man who secretly attacks them is a coward.”’ 
2 The members of the conference considered the 
sending of the letter so serious a breach that 
they made the investigation, the results of 
which have been put into the brief. It is ready 
to be submitted to the conference. This brief 
contains as one of the exhibits a statement from 
Daniel T. Ames, an expert in handwriting. He 
has examined the addresses on a number of the 
envelopes in which these letters were sent. He 
says on s0me the handwriting seems to be nuat- 
ural, and on others, apparently, an eifort has 
been wade to disguise It. 

These documents caused great excitement 
among the few who know of their existence 
yesterday. The Rey. Dr. Oakley told a Timers 
reporter that the matter was so serious that the 
conference could not fail to take some action 
with reference to it. ‘he accusations were 
against men of the highest standing, and while 
the charges were of political irregularity only, 
they wero a refiection on the good name and 
Christian spirit of the nen mentioned. What 
action might be taken he could notsay. He 
Was not prepared to say just when the matter 
would be prought up 

It was said in one of the ante-rooms of the 
Park Avenue Church yesterday, where a group 
of clergymen was excitedly discussing the 
matter, that a resolution was ready to be intro- 
duced calling for action by the conference, and 
an investigation as to tne author of the anony- 
mous letter. 

At the afternoon session of the conference the 
Rey. LK. 8. Osbon of Newburg asked permission 
1o make a statement on this subject. He said 
he had been told he was suspected of having 
written the letters. He denied that he had had 
any knowledge of or connection with the anony- 
mous communication. 

Many of the clergymen who are interested in 
the selections of delegates to the Omaha Con- 
ference are vot inclined to discuss the troubles 
resulting from the auonymous letter. The Rev. 
James M. King, whose name was mentioned at 
the Poughkeepsie Conference, said last night 
that he had no idea where the letter originated. 

“Thaveno knowledge or information what- 
ever regarding it,” said the Rev. Mr. King. “I 
received a copy of it, but who sent it or who 
originated itI do not know. I was not at the 
meeting. I would like to see some one who 
knows about the matter.” 

Afterthe evening session of the conference 
there were sevoral groups who discussed the 
letter. The old jealousies of two years’ standing 
were said to be at the root of the matter. Some 

* who had not been at the Poughkeepsie meeting, it 
was said, looked upop that affair as a sna 
caucus, and thought the letter had been intend- 
ed to head off its influence before the conference.

The Rev. C. A. Howelle of Jefferson, N. Y., 
who has been a member of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church for many years, stated that he de- 
sired to leave the ministry of that denomination 
and enter the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
The conference unanimously decided to accept 
the surrender of his parchment and give hima 
certificate of good standing and character to the 
Church he is about to join. 

The tollowing memorial to Congress in the in- 
terests of Chinese immigration was adopted: 

To the House of Representatives: 

The New-York Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, comprising over 250 members and 
representing over 65,000 church members, most 
earnestly protests against anti-Chinese iogisiation. 

We have heard with great regret that measures 
are pending before your honorable body which pro- 
pose to shut outaliclasses of Chinese except diplo- 
matic and consular representatives and to forbid the 
return of avy now in this country who may here- 
after f° to their homes in China. The continued un- 
friendly legislation against the Chinese has a tend- 
ency to awaken retaliation ayaiust our people in the 
Chinese Empire, where we have large missionary 
interests. 

“We tind the Chinese within the bounds of our 
conference among the most quiet and ine leasive of 
the immigrants here. Over 1,000 of them have 
been gathered in Sunday schools, and out of this 
uumber wore than 200 are earnest professors of the 
Christian faith. The opportunities whion are afford- 
ed for good work aiuong them by other persoas there 
oucht net to be thrown away in deference to some 
supposed exigency of the political situation. 

“We earnestly hope that no further oppressive leg- 
islation will be enacted, but that some general imn- 
migrant law lookiug to the good character and law- 
abiding purpose of our immigrants will be enacted 
which will apply equally tv immigrants from all 
quarters.” 

One of the duties of the present conference 
will be to select six delegates to the General 
Conference at Omaha, and there is considerable 
rivalry in the attempt to be selected. Every 
one was taken by surprise, however, When the 
Rev. W. M. Darwood offered the following: 

Whereas, There has been much discussion and 
agitation within the bounds of this conference as to 
who shall be chosen as representatives to the Gen- 
eral Conference, and in order to preveat further dis- 
turbance, dissensivn, or electioueering. and, to se- 
cure further harmony, be it 

Resolved, That to-morrow, at 10 o'clock, the vote 
be taken. 

The introduction of this resolution caused a 
great deal of discussion. Many of the members 
were rather aflronted at the wording of the pre- 
amble. The result, however, was the tabling of 
the resolution and a decision to let the matter 
rest in abeyance until Friday. 

Presiding Elder A. J. Palmer of the New-York 
District made his annualreport. Afterspeaking 
in general terms of the good work of the eighty- 
two preachers in the district, he said they had 
cause to feei grateful for the material benefits 
added the past year. The most important of these 
was by the will of Hector C. Havemeyer, wo 
bequeathed to the Church and its societies the 
following sums: The New- ork Church Exten- 
sion and Missionary Society, $50,000; Five 
Points Mission, $35,000; 8. Christopher's 
Home and Old People’s Home, $50,000; New- 
York Conference, for aged preachers, their wid- 

and orphans, $9,000; Central Church, 
$1,000. 

W.H. Mickle, Presiding Elder of the Newburg 
District, said in his report that in some locali- 
ties the people were as crude and unchristian- 
ized as hundreds of years ago. ‘“‘lrequentiy,”’ 
he said, ‘entire families are conveyed to the 
sanctuary in a great lumbering wagon drawn by 
a yoke of oxen. In other districts there are 
hundreds of families living on the sides of the 
mountains and in the far interior who have not 
heard the Gospel preached for over twenty 
years.” 

Mr. Mickle asked if it was possible that out of 
the 6,000 persons in the country who were con- 
secrated to missionary work and were unein- 
ployed, not three or four could be found who 
would be willing to go among these people, 
who were willing and anxious tv give them 
more than a living. 

The report of the Presiding Elder, R. H. 
Travis, of the Poughkeepsie District showed 
— the past year had been one of general pros- 
perity. 

The Rev. C. N. Sims made a brief address con- 
cerning Syracuse University, of which institu- 
tion he is Chancellor. Prof. A. A. Wright of the 
Boston School of Correspondence explatned the 
work of that school in teaching young men who 
aro unable to attend theological semivaries, and 
asked the conference to memorialize the Gen- 
eral Conference to recognize this work. 

‘the last speaker was Dr. Hanlon of the 
Pennington (N. J.) Seminary, who spoke of 
seminary education as related to the higher 
systems of education, and referred to the pas- 
tors of national repute who had been graduated 
from his school. 

The conference adjourned at 3:30, and the 
Ministers’ Mutual Axsistance Society then held 
its antiiversary meeting. Addresses were made 
by W. E. Ketcham and Ezra Tinker. 

At the evening session of the conference the 
Rev. James M. King preached a missionary ser- 
mon. 
the Park Avenue Church, and a crowded house 
greeted him. At the close of the service an in- 
formal reception was held, at which he shook 
hands with many of his former parishioners.

Several prominent bankers and other business 
men of this city are to be examined as witnesses 
in a suit brought in Paris agaiust Count Ferdi- 
nand de Lesseps by stockholders who losc their 


money in his Panama Canal Company and who 
charge fraud aad breach of trust against the 
Count. 

Letters rogatory have been received by Law- 
yer Edmond Huerstel of 290 Broadway, and he 
will begiu the examination to-day. The plaint- 
iffs in the suit allege that Count de Lesseps and 
the other Trustees of the Universal Interoceanic 
Panama Canal Cowpany, when the company ob- 
tained control of the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany, ten years ago, paid about $250 a shure for 
the stook, which was worth only $100 a ebare. 
Yhe company bought 63,534 shares at this 
price. The stockholders sue to recover their 
money thus spent.

GLEASON’S TRIAL NEARLY ENDED. 
a 
THE CASE WILL PROBABLY GO TO THE 


JURY THIS AFTERNOON, 


The trial of Mayor Gleason continued to oc- 
cupy the attention of the Queens County Court 
in Long Island City yesterday. At the opening 
of the court counsel for the defense present- 
ed an affidavit made by a Gleason supporter 
tothe effect that ina conversation Overheard 
between the District Attorney anda juror while 
walking together from the Court House to the 
ferry something was said about Mayor Gleason 
far from complimentary. 

The District Attorney stamped the whole 
thing as false, and the sensation was exploded. 

Among the witnesses called for the defense 
were Joseph Silverstone, a lawyer; Patrick Rus- 
sell, a ticket chopper at the Thirty-fourth Street 
Ferry,and Martin Truneck. Their testimony 
did not differ materially from that of the wit- 
nesses produced by the prosecution as to the oc- 
ourrences of the night on which the assault is 
said to have been committed. 

Witness Russell enlivened the proceedings by 
swearing that Samuel J. Anschell had told him 


he expected to benominated for Mayor, and that 
Gleason would be in prison inside of two 
weeks. 

Dr. Remsen Taylor, the physician to the Health 
Board, testified that he had examined the 
Fourth Ward school building, and on his report 
of its being unfit for occupancy it was con- 
demned. This witness said he had examined 
Mayor Gleason, the defendant, and warned him 
not to become excited. He was now suffering 
from valvular disease of the heart. 

The last witness examined was Dr. Hinckson, 
after which Counselor Goff began his address to 
the jury, during which he alluded to the fact 
that the reason he had asked for a postpone- 
ment of the trial was that it was the first time 
he had been vut of asick bed for seven weeks. 
Any os omy f he might have shown during the 
beginning of the trial was due to physical weak- 
ness. 

Mr. Goff was followed by District Attorney 
Fleming, who, among other things, said the 
plaintiff, Nelson, was not justified in taking the 
papers from the desk in the Buard of Health 
room, as, after the petition and affidavit had 
been presented, they became the property of the 
board. The District Attorney had notconcluded 
when the court adjourned until this morning.

THE JUDGE CAN’T TELL WHO ABOUT 
HIS COURT HAS “‘ LEAKED.” 


The investigation of the March Grand Jury, 
which will end its labors to-morrow, took a new 
direction yesterday. Judge Duffy, who presides 
at the Tombs Police Court, and Bernard Malone, 
clerk of that court, were examined as tq the 
means by which the report of warrants for ar- 
rest issued from the Tombs court had seemingly 
reached persons to be arrested in time to allow 
them to evade the police. 

The particular cases which gave rise to the in- 
vestigation were those of warrants which the 


Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst had succeeded 
in obtaining trom Justice Dutty for the arrest 
of keepers of disorderly houses. When the po- 
lice went to arrest the persous complained of 
they had disappeared, and the suspicion arose 
thatthere had been some leakage about the 
court by which they had been informed of their 
danger. 

Justice Duffy and Clerk Malone dénied any 
knowledge of such a premature escape of infor- 
mation to persons accused of crime. 

About noon the Grand Jury handed up to 
Recorder Smyth a number of indictments, only 
one of which, as far as was divulged, referred 
to any charges preferred by Dr. Parkhurst. 
The result of this one was quickly seen in the 
arrest and arraignment of Hattie Adams, one 
ofthe four women who were urrested a short 
time ago, on indictments found on evidence 
given by Dr. Parkhurst, for keeping disorderly 
houses. After her release on bail, the Adams 
Woman went back to her old business and, 
owing tu Dr. Parkhurst’s activity, was again 
indicted. She was arrested this time at 33 
East Twenty-seventh Street. Bail was fixed at 
$1,000, which was furnished by Julius J. Israel. 

Other witnesses before the Grand Jury yester- 
day were Police Sergeant and Acting Captain 
Sheldon of the Nineteenth Precinct and Detect- 
ives E. O. Parker and H. D. Gledhill of the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime.

TO STRIKE A FINAL BLOW 


THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE WILL 
BE HEARD TO-DAY. 


ITS MEMBERS WILL URGE REPEAL OF 
THE PARK RACE-TRACK LAW—THE 
PARK COMMISSIONERS NOW ASK THE 
LEGISLATURE TO ACT. 


It is hoped that to-day a final blow will be 
struck for the annihilation of the outrageous 
law which would allow the west side of Central 
Park to be turned into a race track for the use 
of owners of trotting horses. At 9:10 o’clook 
this morning a special train, bearing a delega- 
tion of New- York business and professional men 
and representatives of various organizations 
of workingmen and taxpayers, will go to Al- 
bany over the Central Railroad. The delegation 
goes to appear before the Committee on Cities 
of the Senate and of the House to demand, in 
the name of the people of this city, a favorable 
report on the bill to repeal the race-track law. 

The Citizens’ Committee, at 63 Wall Street, 
which has had representatives in Albany for 
the past few days, learned yesterday that the 
Committee on Cities of both branches of the 
Legislatnre would have a hearing on the repeal 
bill this afternoon. Word was also received 
that the horse owners who are back of the Park 
race-track law have been in Albany for several 
days laboring and lobbying to prevent its re- 
peal. These were the persons who first demand- 
ed a committee hearing before any report was 
made on the repealing act. Yesterday, when 


they learned that the representatives of the 
people of the city were going up to Albany to 
uttend the hearing in such numbers as to carry 
conviction to honest minds, the horse owners 
asked that the hearing be adjourned until next 
week. They were unequivocally informed, 
however, by Chairman brown of the Senate 
Committee on Cities and Chairman Webster of 
the Assembly committee that the hearing could 
not be postponed. 

Word of the hearings to be held to-day being 
received only yesterday morning, the Citizens’ 
Committee had no sma)l task in hand to geta 
representative delegation to attend. Tne notice 
wus very short, but the committee, with the 
same confidence in the public spirit back of the 
movement that has characterized its work 
througbout, started in to accomplish it, and 
has succeeded. A _ special train was. ar- 
ranged for, and has been so scheduled that the 
delegates will be back in New-York in time to 
get into their beds in good season. The dele- 
gates will get dinner as soon as tne train arrives 
at Albany, and supper just before it leaves. 
Invitations to go with the delegation were 
sent out by special messengers to the 
440 members of the General Committee and to 
the representatives of various organizations of 
workingmen, taxpayers, &c. The responses 
received up to 6 o'clock last evening indicated 
that not less than 150 or 200 men will go to 
Albauy this morning. Unfortunately, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee had not the addressses of 
many representatives of labor and taxpayers’ 
organizations which have taken an active part 
in the movement against the invasion of the 
Park. They are wanted as members of the 
delegation, and are asked to look upon the 
newspaper statement of the fact as a sutticient 
invitation. Ali of the expenses of the trip will 
be paid out of the generui fund which has been 
-e* gaes a towa securing the repeal of the 
aw.

Liberal doses of public opinion, carefully ap- 
plied, have whipped the Park Board into line 
on the Central Park race-tourse matter. Two 
weeks ago the Park Board was going to build 
the speedway right away, and Mr. Gallup was 
afraid he would be mandamused if the board 
did not take such action. One week ago the 
board decided that it would not build the speed- 
es atall. Yesterday the board passed a reso- 
lution asking the Legizlature to repeal the law 
permitting the construction of the speedway. 
Tne resolution was offered by Commissioner 
Paul Dana. It was as follows: 

Whereas, The Board of Park Commissioners have 
examined the question of providing a road in 
Central Park in accordance with the terms of Sen- 
ate bill No. 444, and have decided that the road con- 
templated in that act be not coustructed ; 

Resolved, That the Legislature be requested to 
repeal the law, and that the Governor be requested 
to give his approval. 

Commissioners Dana, Tappen, and Gallup 
voted forthe passage of the resolution. Com- 
missioner Straus refused to recede from his 
original pusition. He simply said he would not 
vote. The resolution will be sent to Albany.

A book will occasionally get 
left atthe wrong station, or the book ordered will 
not be at the library when ordered. Cases have also 
been kuown when a vook has been borrowed Irom 
the desk at a station by sume one not entiiled to its 
use. ‘This naturally causes dissatisfaction lo the ap- 
plicant for the book when hw fails to receivei!l, But, 
ou the whole, the delivery systea: has accommodated 
a great many people by saving them loug trips to 
and from the main library. 

This brings us to what was suggested by reading 
| Mr. Densemore’s letter. The peopie of Brovklyn 
need and should have a free public libyary, Lt seems 
to ine that the most effective way Ww accowplish this 
would be to build branch stations at varivus points 
in our city, with shelf room for 15,000 or 20,000 vol- 
Umes and a reading room witha hundred or sv peri- 
odlicals. After a number of these stations had en 
established and found to be desirable and service-

A GREAT WEEK AT DALY’S. 


PERFORMANCES ON RECORD 
IN SIX DAYS. 


Three times yesterday a great crowd of men, 
women, and children poured out from the doors 
of Daly’s Theatre, and blocked the sidewalk for

The 
season, which has but three more weeks to con- 
tinue after this, will be all too short to accom- 
modate the throngs who are desirous of seeing 
the lovely Maid Marion of Ada Rehan and the 
manly Robin Hood of John Drew. 

Mr. Daly never talks of the work of his thea- 
tre from a box-office point of view, but, given 
the seating capacity of the house and multiply- 
ing it pe! fourteen, it is easy to estimate with 
reasonable certainty the amount of money 
which will pass from the pockets of playgoers 
to the treasury of the theatre during the pres- 
ent week. Such an estimate would piace the 
amount very close to $25,000, a sum which, it 
is safe to assume, was never before taken in 
one week at any other theatre in this country, 
ifin the world, except for performauces of 
Patti and grand opera.

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RUBBER TRUST FORMING 


UNCORPORATED YESTERDAY UNDER 
NEW-JERSEY LAWS. 


MAXIMUM OF CAPITAL FIXED AT FIFTY 
MILLION DOLLARS — PREDICTION 
THAT ONLY ONE OR TWO COMPANIES 
WILL STAY OUT OF IT. 


The United States Rubber Company, an enter- 
prise likely to get from the public the title of 
the Rabber Trust inasmuch as it aims to con- 
trol the whole trade ip thie country and the 
bulk of the production of Brazil, was incorpo- 
rated under the laws of New-Jersey yesterday. 
The necessary papers were filed with the Secre- 
tary of State at Trenton by Lowry, Stone & 
Auerbach, lawyers of this city, who act as coun- 
8e] to the trust. 

William IL. Trenholm, J. Edward Simmons, 
President of the Fourth National Bank; John 
P. Townsend, President of the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company; John I. Waterbury, President 
of the Manhattan Trust Company, and William 
Barbour of Barbour Brothers, thread manufact- 
urers, of Paterson, N. J., were the incorporators. 

Yesterday afternoon they had a meeting in 
Jersey City, and there a Board of Directors 
‘waschosen. It includes the incorporators and 
Henry Steers, President of the Eleventh Ward 
National Bank; Robert M. Galloway, President 
of the Merchants’ National Bank; T. Patterson 
of Sawyer, Maning & Co., Boston, and Charles 
E. Thayer of Boston. The other formalities of 
organizing the company and getting it ready 
for business will be finished in a very short 
time. Its general counsel in New-Jersey is 
State Senator Garett Hobart. 

Under the terms of incorporation the max- 
imum capitalization is $50,000,000, but only a 
small part of the stock will be issued at present, 
according to the statements of the promoters. 
The promoters, by the way, define the field of 
the enterprise in these words: 

“The company is a manufacturing and mercan- 
tile company. It will manufacture in New-Jer- 
sey and in other States and deal in rubber 
goods, particularly rubber boots and shoes, and 
the various materiais which enter into the com- 
position of such goods. The company needs and 
will have ample capital in em | its busi- 
mess to enable it not only to pay cash for sup- 
plies and raw material, but to introduce new 
and improved methods by classifying its manu- 
facturing.” 

According to the same authority, manu- 
facturers of rubber boots and shoes at present 
pay heavy tribute to the producers of various 
materials used in making these articles, such as 
litharge, whiting, buckles, dry goods, &oc. In 
the case of one of these materials rubber manu- 
facturing concerns now pay to the makers of it 
a profit of over 40 per cent. on its cost. 

The plan of the United States Company in- 
cludes the purchase or erection of factories to 
turn out these materials in order to secure them 
at a minimum cost, which, it is argued, will 
enable the company greatly to improve the 
quality of the goods. Competition has been so 
Btrong, itis said, that many manufacturers have 
taken refuge in making goods which will not 
give good wear. The accountof the advantages 
to be obtained by the new company continues: 

“The newly-organized company, by classifying ite 
manufacturing and by obtaining its raw material to 
Vetter advantage, can and will produce goods of a 
better quality than those now manufactured, and will 
sell them to consumers at present prices without in 
any way changing the existing methods of sale and 
distribution. The rubber industry has developed 
very rapidly in the United States, the amount of 
business having trebled during the past twenty 
— so that to-day two-thirds of all the rubber pro- 

uced inthe world is consumed in this country. 
The one thing needful in this business now is to 
raise the standard of quality, which has seriously de- 
preciated under the present methods. This company 
expects two effect savings, andthus be able to declare 
handsome dividends on its stock, without encroach- 
ing upon an ample margin for the improvement of 
a quality of its goods, and without increasing their 
price.” 

H. B. Hollins & Co., bankers, who are inter- 
ested in the formation of the United States Rub- 
ber Company, say that arrangements have been 
concluded for the purchase of a plant at New- 
Brunswick, N. J., estimated at $2,000,000, and 
that negotiations are in progress for the obtain- 
lng of the Meyer Company of New-Jersey, and 
the parties in interest are endeavoring to make 
some working arrangement with the oldest and 
largest rubber company, the L. Candee Com- 
pany of New-Haven. 

The reason given for going to New-Jersey was 
that freighting facilities, coal, and labor could 
be obtained to better advantage there tian in 
the Eastern States, where labor and freights are 
higher. 

But outside of all these advantages claimed 
for the new company isthe chance of having 
a great influence in the crude-rubber market. 
Two or three years ago the Empressa Industrial 
do Para, neaded by the Baron de Gondariz, 
started in to monopolize crude rubber. lt hada 
Government concession, and was backed by 
foreign capitalists. But it failed to be success- 

ul, and some time ago it dropped out. Now, 
one American firm, Flint & Co. of this city, is 
said to have a strong grip on the crude-rubber 
an gee and the head of that firm is credited 
with having had an active part in the formation 
of the United States Company. 

Reports of the existence of plans for sucha 
company have been current for some time, and 
there have been skeptics as to the feasibility of 
the enterprise. They have insisted that some 
of the most important of the rubber manufact- 
uring companies would not come into the trust. 
Included in the list given are the Boston Rub- 
ber Shoe Company, which has a capital of 
$1,000,000; the Woonsocket Rubber Company, 
$1,200,000; the Canadian Rubber Company of 
Montreal, $1,000,000; the Goodyear India Rub- 
ber Shoe Company of New-York, $500,000; the 
Hodgman Rubber Company of New-York, $250,- 
DOO, and the Lambertville Rubber Company of 
New-Jersey, $100,000. 

On the other hand, however, believers in the 
few company say that it will get control of all 
the plants in its line in the country, with the 
exception of one or two.

MR. STAPLES’S WATERED STOCK. 


——<———_— 
SOMEBODY IS PLAYING A GAME, BUT NOT 
IN THE INTEREST OF BROOKLYN. 


Two additional steps were taken yesterday 
toward forcing the City of Brooklyn to buy the 
bankrupt Long Island Water Supply Company 
at an inflated value. One was the action of the 
Assembly Cities Committee in reporting favor- 
ably the bill which empowers the municipal 
authorities to take this concern by the right of 
eminent domain. The other was the circulation 
of a report by Cyrus E. Staples, the broker who 
has figured in all the ugly scandals connected 
with this company, that he had sold his stock. 
He has been trying for three weeks to have that 
assertion printed in THE Tres, but has failed, 
and yesterday the services of a reporter on ® 
local newspaper were secured. How he was 
pressed into service is not positively known, 
but the advice to him was to send word to every 


newspaper office that the sale had been wade. 
So he was told to notify the papers, and he sent 
to each office a brief letter, of which the follow- 
ing is a copy: 

“DEAR SIR: I understand that Cyrus E. Staples has 
sold his stock in the East New-York Water Works. 
I judge that this means that Mayor Boody has re- 
sisted the gang and upset the corrupt combine be- 
hind Staples, who wanted to sell such stock to the 
city for ten times its value. Sale took place at least 
three weeks ago.” 

There may not seem to beavery close con- 
nection between the publication of this letver 
and the favorable report on the ng Island 
Water Supply bill, but the two were made pub- 
lic at the same time for a purpose. That pur- 
,086 Was to impress upon the public that the 
Btaples syndicate is outof this company and 
that Mayor Boody’s commission, when it comes 
to examine into the ownership of the stock, 
will find that the political element has disap- 
peared. 

There has been no sale of the Staples stock, 
and the simple reason is that there is no man in 
the two cities who would buy it. No one knows 
better than Staples that the stock could not be 
sold for what he paid for it, seventy cents on 
the dollar. What has been done is this: The 
stock has been transferred to some one other 
than Staples, just as the block of 24,000 shares 
of Brooklyn Elevated Railroad stock was trans- 
ferred from a lawyer, recently deceased, to 
Anthony Barrett, to hold as trustee. Staples 
holds that Long Island Water Supply Company 
stock in just the same way, and he has not sold 
it, but has merely transferred it to some other 
figurehead. 

A gentleman who knows the inside history of 
what has occurred during the past few weeks 
said to # TIMKS reporter yesterday: ‘The 
meaning of this latest move is that the men in 
this swindle have determined that it would be 
better to have some one attired in broadcloth 
appear before the commission when the final 
sale is to be made rather than one of their own 
number clad in the garb of a mountebank. They 
see that it will make a better impression on the 

ublic and will smooth the way for Mayor 

oody. I have personal knowledge that there 
has been no bona fide sale of this stock and 
that there will be none until the city 
is forced in as a buyer. This is not 
the first attempt to spread abroad this 
report about the sale of Staples’s stock, but, 
bless your soul, there has been nosale. I can't 
say Who will appear as the ostensible owners, 
but after the city gets through and the divide is 
made the legs of the Staple crowd will be the 
only ones under the table; the only difference is 
that it won’t be Staples’s table, but that of some 
other man.” 

“If Staples has sold, could he have obtained 

yar for his stock!” this gentleman was asked. 

Fre has bought water stocks before and knows 
their value. Here is his reply in forcible if not 
elegant language: 

“Is there any man in Brooklyn —— fool 
enough to say that this stock is worth par? 
Why, good dividend-paying stocks are not al- 
ways worth par. Thiscompany is worth just 
what its stock is worth, for the stock of a cor- 
poration covers all its assets. It is thus very 
easy to say what thiscompany is worth. Mayor 
Boody will have no difficulty in understanding 
this. He was for many years a dealer in water 
company stocks and bonds.” 

A TIMES reporter saw Mr. Staples yesterday 
at his office and asked: “Isittrue that you 
have sold out yourstock in the Long Island 
Water Supply Company ?”’ 

“I must decline to answer,” was his reply, 
and he hastened to add, without any apparent 
reason, “I do not know how this rumor got 
abroad.” 

John F. James, a Mantague Street broker, 
who is closely connected with Staples, and is 
spoken of as one to whom Staples may have 
transferred his stock, said: ‘‘ Negotiations fora 
sale have been in progress for about a week, 
but they have been kept very secret. What I 
know I know confidentially, and so cannot talk 
about it.’’ 

Mr. James was wrong in saying that negotia- 
tions had been in progress for about a week. 
He should ask his friend Staples if the alleged 
“‘sale’’ did not take place nearly a month ago, 
and if he (Staples) has not been worrying him- 
self into a fever for fear that the reporters 
would not find it out.

John A. Laut, editor of the Recorder of the 
Times, a Democratio weekly published at Tarry- 
town, was arrested there yesterday morning 
by Deputy United States Marshal Brovkmelier 
on @ Warrant issued by United States Com- 
missioner Shields on complaint of Anthony 
Comstock, charging him with sending indecent 
letters through tbe mail. 

The complaint was based on the affidavits of 
Minna [Irwin Delemater, known as the ‘Spring 
Poetess of Tarrytown,” and her mother. They 
allege that such letters were received by them 
at the Tarrytown Post Office on Feb. 22 and 
March 15 last, and that from their acquaintance 
with Laut’s handwriting they were able to 
identify these letters as having been written by 
him. 

The arrest caused much excitement in Tarry- 
town, and half the town was at the station when 
the Deputy Sheriff, Mr. Comstock, and their 
prisoner leftfor this city. Laut was taken bo- 
fore United States Commissioner Shields and 
held in $1,500 bail for examination, which was 
fixed for April 6. The bail was furnished by 
Barnett H. Engelke of Tarrytown. 

Laut came from the West over ten years ago 
and published in the ecorder of the Times, which 
he essablished at Tarrytown, articles which had 
been suppressed when published by him in the 
West. For this he was prosecuted by Anthony 
Comstock and was sentenced to imprisonment 
for eighteen months in the Erie Penitentiary, 
which he served. He denies wholly the charges 
now brought against him.

FUNERAL OF H. D. JOBNSON: 


—_— 
HE WAS A TAMMANY OLD-TIMER WELL 
KNOWN YEARS AGO. 


The funeral-services of ex-Register Henry D. 
Johnson were held yesterday afternoon at 137 
East Ninety-fourth Street, and were largely at- 
tended. Mr. Johnson, who died on the night of 
Monday last, was one of the oldest members of 
the Tammany Society. Born in the Tenth 
Ward in 1814, he was an adherent of the Four- 
teenth &treet Wigwam from the time of the 
casting of his first ballot. 

He came from distinguished ancestors. On 
his father’s side he was a descendant of the 
Richard M. Johnson of Kentucky, who is cred- 
ited with having fired the shot which killed 
the great Indian chief Tecumseh. His mother’s 
father was a Knickerbocker, Michaol Hevener, 
who originally owned and cultivated a farm of 
100 acres or more on the present site of Colum- 
bia College, taking in all the property now oc- 
cupied by the train yards of the New- York Cen- 
tral and Hudgon River Kailway. 

Mr. Johnson was an associate of William 
M. Tweed, Collector Stebbins, and Richard 
French, and one of the organizers of the 
Independent Tompkins Blues, of which they 
and he were members., This organization 
was one of the first from this State 
to volunteer for service in the war with 
Mexico. He was commissioned a Captain in the 
regiment, and was wounded at the battle of 
Churubusco. On the close of hostilities he 
returned to this city, and shortly thereafter 
went to California, as one of the original 
“ Forty-niners.” His quest for gold proved un- 
protitable, and he came back to New-York and 
engaged actively in politics. 

In the course of the term of President Polk 
he was made Deputy Collector of the Port. He 
filled aresponsible postin the Register’s office 
in 1854, under Register Garrett Dykeman, and 
on the retirement of that official he filled out his 
unexpired term, and was elected Register for 
the succeeding full term. He was the candidate 
of Tammany Hall for Mayor against J. Sher- 
man Brownell, Mozart Hall. and John J. Doane 
and was defeated by the first-named. At the 
succeeding election he declined a nomination 
against his personal friend, Fernando Wood. 

Three children survive. At the time of Mr. 
Johnson’s death there was a sult pending in 
the State courte in which Mr. Johnson was the 
plaintiff, involving the fee of the larger part of 
the Grand Central train yards of which Mr. 
Johnson claimed that his mother’s father had 
been illegally deprived.

FAST TRIPS—PASSENGERS WHO CAME 
AND LEFT YESTERDAY. 


The recent period of pleasant weathér on the 
ocean enabled the transatlantic liners to make 
quick passages across. Several of yesterday’s 
incomers arrived a day ahead of their scheduled 
time. The Inman racer City of Paris was one 
of the ships that reached port yesterday. She 
made a very fast westward passage from Liver- 
pool, covering the distance in 5 days 22 
hours and 3 minutes, over a course of 2,864 
nautical miles. This is equal to 20.17 miles per 
hour, and exceeds in speed her best record of 5 
days 19 hours 18 minutes, as on this trip she 
ran 76 miles further than on that passage.

ART NOTES. 

—It has been the habit of founders to add lead 
to the metal for bronze statues, in order to ob- 
tain a velvety patina. The air of London, how- 
ever, has been found to destroy this surface. 
The equestrian statue of Lord Napier of Mag- 
dalaby Sir J. Edgar Boehm showed signs at first 
of patination, but the soot and rain soon de- 
stroyed it. In a lecture on art metal work, at 
South Kensington recently, Prof. Roberts- 
Austen remarked: ‘* The soldier, field glass in 
hand, was sternly looking away from the 
Atheneum and other learned societies, as if con- 
scious that in the present state of the London 
atmosphere he was beyond the aid of science, 
for science had clearly stated that so long as 
bituminous coal was burned in open fireplaces 
London must be smoky, and man and horse 
would soon be covered with a black pall of scot 
and sulphide of copper.”’ 

—The German.Emperor is anxious to build a 
cathedral at Berlin which shall rival that of Co- 
logne, but he finds that everybody is opposed to 
spending 10,000,000 marks in that way. The 
Schloss has had many restorations of late which 
are said to have been oarried out ina very in- 
artistic manner, and the designs offered for the 
monument for William IL are most uneatis- 
factory. The Prussian Legislature has angered 
a Emperor by its opposition to the cathedral 
plan. 

—The statue of Washington at Baltimore by 
Bartholomay, a Connecticut sculptor, who died 
in Rome, is about to be removed from its niche 
on the facade of a prominent business building 
which has changed hands. It is proposed to 
erect the statue in Druid Hill Park. It was 
made about 1858 andie colossal. The new site 
has not yet been selected. 

—At the place of popular resort in London 
called the Aquarium there is at present an exhi- 
bition of drawings and designs by British 
humorists, Hogarth. Gillray, Rowlandson, 
Cruikshank, Doyle, Fores, aggs, Newhouse, 
and others. 

—The officers of the Museum of Art and Art 
School of Detroit have petitioned the Common 
$5,000. of that city for an annual donation of 

35,000. 





STRINGING TROLLEY WIRES. 

The surface railroad companies in Brooklyn 
are getting their electric trolley plants into 
working order at a very rapid rate, and every- 
thing indicates that the deadly overhead wires 
will line all the principal streets by the time 
the open cars are put on. Gen. Slocum is the 
first one to get his trolley cars intothe oity 
proper, and heis now operating them up Fif- 
teenth Street from the oity line and along 
Ninth Avenue to Ninth Street. He has also 
erected the poles along the latter thoroughfare 
as far as Fourth Avenue, and has wires strung 
on them part of the way. 

President Richardson of the Atlantic Avenue 
system recently entered into a contract with 
the Westinghouse Company for a complete 
electric plant, for which he is to pay $2,000,000, 
and which ia to be in working order within a 
few months. His contract calls for 200 motors, 
100 cars, and for dynamos of from 250 to 750 
horse power. Halfof the motors are to be de- 
livered in June, and the otber half in December. 

The Fifth Avenue road is to be partly finished 
by April 28. 





LOOK LIKE SCAREOCROWS. 

The first of this year the Supreme Court 
Judges ordered all the attendants of that court- 
into uniforms of blue coats with brass buttons. 
Why they did not go further, if they felt it was 
the proper thing to have the attendants in uni- 
form, and order a complete uniform, the Judges 
have never explained. The effect of their semi 
uniforming the men is, however, ratber ]udi- 
crous. As a uniform a blue coat with brass 
buttons is a failure. The attendants suit their 
own taste in the matter of trousers, so that 
while they all have the blue coat and brass but- 
tons, they wear a most miscellaneous assort- 
ment of trousers. 

The attendants of the other two courts in the 
building--the Superior and the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas—look a hundred times neater than 
the Supreme Court attendants. [f the plan was 
carried out, and the aen put in complete unt- 
form, the Supreme Court Judges might have 
instituted a very slight reform. As it is, they 
have succeeded in making cver twenty men 
look like scarecrows,

APPOINTED CHANCELLOR OF THE ARCH- 
DIOCESE OF NEW-YORK. 


The Very Rev. Joseph F. Mooney, rector of 
the Church of the Sacred Heart, on West Fifty- 
first Street, entered yesterday upon the duties 
of Chancellor of the Archdiocese of New-York, 
to which office he was appointed by Archbishop 
Corrigan, to succeed the Right Rev. Charles Ed- 
ward McDonnell, Bishop-elect of the Diocese of 
Brooklyn, who will be consecrated April 25, 

Father Mooney is a graduate of St. John’s Col- 
lege, Fordham. After finishing the course of 
theology at St. Joseph’s Seminary, Troy, N. Y., 
he was ordained a priest June 3, 1871, and came 
to this city as assistant to the Rev. Edward 
McGlynn, then rector of St. Stephen’s Church. 

n the Fall of the same year he was made Pro- 

essor of Mental Philosophy in the seminary at 
Troy, which office he filled until 1879, when he 
resigned and was ee rector of St. Pat- 
rick’s Church, Newburg. 

In January, 1890, Father Mooney succeeded 
the late Rev. Martin J. Brophy as rector of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart, in this city. Since 
that time he has paid off $40,000 of the church 
debt and purchased real estate for school and 
ehurch oe in the vicinity to the amount 
of $100, . On March 7 he opened a day 
school for girls oppoaite the church, over 300 
pupils being already enrolled. About the same 
time he instituted the Young Women’s Catholic 
Union, which now has a membership of 200. It 
was the first Catholic society of the kind in the 
United States. 

The duties of the Chancellor of a diocese are 
chiefly the granting of matrimonial dispensa- 
tions and supervision over the financial condi- 
tion of the parishes of the diocese. Father 
Mooney does not cease to be rector of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart, the additional office 
not necessitating his resigning his parish. The 
Chancellor's office is at 266 Mulberry Street.

MAYOR BOODY FOR ECONOMY. 


OPPOSED TO SPENDING MONEY FOR THE 
COLUMBUS CELEBRATION. 


The committees appointed by the Brooklyn 
Board of Aldermen to consider how to get rid of 
$30,000 which the Common Counoil desires to 
appropriate for a municipal celebration of the 
discovery of America met Mayor Boody in his 
office yesterday and found that his Honor was 
very strongly opposed to spending a penny on 
the project. The Mayor listened to speeches by 
Aldermen McKee and Pickering, asked quietly 
“Are there any other gentlemen who wish to 
make remarks?” and then roceeded to 
throw cold water over the whole scheme. 
The Mayor went on to point out that the city 
was spending a great deal of money for “‘ very 
necessary’ things, and he enumerated the 
schools and the parks and the new streets, and 
then he told about how he had been thinking 
over the subject and figuring out how much it 
would cost, and had concluded that to do the 
occasion justice at least $100,000 would be 
needed. “And I donot feel,”? he added, “ that 
our citizens would approve of the appropriation 
of that sum of money.” 

By this time the Aldermen were mad enough 
to go away, but Alderman MoKee felt bold 
enough to suggest that the whole affair ought to 
end in monster pyrotechnic displays. 

“Don’t you think we have passed beyond the 
fireworks part of our celebrations?” asked the 
Mayor. 

This sounded like more opposition from the 
Mayor, so the committee abruptly adjourned 
until Saturday.

WHERE SCHOOLS ARE 


CHILDREN IN THE ANNEXED DIS- 
TRICT SADLY NEGLECTED. 


CITIZENS OF TREMONT, WOODLAWN, 
AND OTHER LOCALITIES COMPLAIN- 
ING—SEVERE CRITICISM OF THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The residents of the annexed district are an 
pll-suffering people, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that they have been enrolled as city * tax- 
payers for many years, they have received none 
of the benefits vouchsafed to their brethren and 
sieters south of the Harlem River. In addition 
to being compelled to pay two fares to reach 
down-town and to suffer the innumerable de- 
lays and nuisances in reaching there consequent 
upon turned drawbridges, a gaseous and smoky 
tunnel, and the other evils attending alleged 
rapid transit, they are compelled to deny their 
children proper school privileges, and the 
youngsters are thereforce, perforce, compelled 
to spend most of the time on the streets, an al- 
ternative which, although it may be enjovabdle 
tothe youngsters, is deplorable and the cause 
of much indignation on the part of their par- 
pnts. Notwithstanding the almoat superhu- 
man efforts of the taxpayers to obtain good 
schools in the annexed district, they are few 
and far between, and the School Commissioners 
are constantly kept in hot water in consequence. 

Thess aro the complaints made by prominent 
citizens throughout the district, and their as- 
sertions are undeniably true, as was ascertained 
with very little investication. Indeed, the 
facts ate known to everybody residing in the 
district 

Mount Hope is the hill section of Tremont, 
and extends from Anthony Avenue to Jerome 
Avenue, and from Claremont Park to the Ford- 
ham line. The number of children residing 
there is probably 500 to 600. To this number 
should be added those whose parents reside on 
the hill overlooking the Harlem River and ex- 
tending from Washington Bridge to Sedgwick 
Park, including Morris Heights, &c. There 
is but one school in this whole district, and that 
one is alittle frame building situated away on 
the outskirts of the section. It is entirely un- 
fitted for schoo] purposes, and the children are 
hived within it so compactiy that there is 
gearcely room for them to move about, much 
less to properly attend to their duties and ob- 
tain the breathing room so necessary to youth- 
ful lungs. 

The majority of Mount Hope residents are 
well-to-do citizens, and rather than permit their 
children to suffer the dangers of such a school 
they send them to New-York proper. Said one 
of these citizens: 

“Tt is shameful, the wayin which we are 
treated regarding school facilities. My children 
goto aschool beyond the Harlem, because I 
don’t care to endanger their health, life, and 
limbs in this alleged school. Many of my neigh 
bore pursue the same course. It is a great ex 
pense to us, where we have four or five little 
ones, and, besides that, there are the delays 
tramping through mud, snow. or slush, and 
other inconveniences. The children who go 
down townto school have to patronize tho 
Harlem road or the Suburban, and they scarcely 
ever arrive at school on time. Then we are 
calied uponto write excuses for tardiness or 
all-day absences, which frequently occur be- 
cause inclement weather, non-arrival of 
trains, &c., and tor innumerable other reasons. 
Those who live back on the hill and patronize 
the home school have to contend with other 
difficulties. 

“A Jocal liveryman runs a ‘schoo! stage,’ and 
although he does the best he can, he can’t be on 
hand just when be is wauted, and those who 
live at a great distance are compelled to be 
ready for the stage at an exceedingly early hour 
in order that he may vather in all and land them 
at the schooi door in time for the opening exer- 
cises. So far asthe teachers and methods are 
concerned the school is an admirable one, but it 
is entirely inadequate for our purposes. We 
eall it ‘a dry-goods box.’ 

“ They have just builta new school over in 
Tremont, but, as usual, they have built it where 
itcan do us no good. We area part of Tre- 
mont, but the school is so far away from us that 
our children could never get therein the Win 
ter time, and in the Summer time, of course, 
the schoolis closed. Weare being treated out- 
rageous!ly, and it serves us right for permitting 
annexation. Rents are higher; taxes are 
higher; we haven’t rapid transit, and we are a 
down-trodden people generally. 

“ Instead of placing the new Tremont school 
in the centre of the section, they placed it as 
close as they could to the dividing line without 
getting itover. I presume that was go they 
eould build another one on the other end of the 
rpection, and, finally, one in the centre.” 

Investigation proved that all the gentleman 
had said was true, and the fact was also ascer- 
tained that the authorities have for some time 

ast been searching for a site for a new school- 
20use On “the outskirts” of Mount Hope. ‘They 
have proceeded so far as to condemn a plot of 
ground containing nearly a acre on Anthony 
Avenue, and extending from Mount Hope Place 
to One Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street. 
Concerning this determination on the part of 
the authorities, this opinion was obtained froin 
&@ property owner: 

** The school Trustees,” said he, “instead of 
selecting a more central location and cheaper 
property, have hit upon a spot within a stone’s 
throw of Tremont and have condemned some of 
the moat valuable iots they could possibly have 
selected. The property they have determined 
upon overlooks Tremont and is owned by the 
Ittmer estate and Mr. R. F. Hamilton of New- 
York. [f they desired property in that locality, 
why did not they condemn the Jots immediately 
opposite, the buildings upon which have long 
been an eyesore to the community and the uses 
to which they were put detrimental to public 
health and improvement! Here they take fine 
residential property, with a mansion and al) im- 
provements, and leave the rattle-boxes im- 
mediately opposite. 

“Ol course, they will have to demolish the 
residence, and why not demolish the rames- 
liackle structures i have referred to! They 
have the power to take whatever property they 
cheose and—ibut school ‘trustees move in a 
inysterious way their wonders to perform. It 
is no place for a school, anyhow, and the subur 
ban clildren will be no better off and will have 
to use the stage heretofore. It will take 
several years to build the school, anyway, and 
in the neantime—what?” 

The ramshackle structures referred to by the 
gentienian arc those recontly vacated by the 
Reese of Rest authoritics, who, up to last 
Bunimer, conducted the Jiome for Consump- 
tives, on Anthony. Avenue, oxtending from 
Mount Hlope Vlacd@ (immediately opposite the 
achvoi site) two blocks south to One Huudred 
and Seventy-sixth Street.

‘who voices the sentiments of a mauajority of his 
fellows, “simply because we have no school for 
our children. We have to send them six or 
sight miles to the city—we ure in the city prop- 
eriy speaking, but we can’t realize it yet—on 
the Harlem Kuilroad, and it takes them several 
hours to goto and from school. I shan’'t speak 
of the expeuse, delays, &«c..for that’s an old 
story. If we don’t send them there, we havo 
two alternatives. The first is the school at Mo- 
phoin, about two miles and a quarter from here. 
{tis a primay school, held ina barnlike struct- 
are; but fifty or wore of our children go there 
faily. 

“'Phey travel the distance in rickety stages, 
pnd have to be thawed out before they can be- 

in their school duties and after they arrive at 

ome at night. They have to wait at certain 

oints on the roadside for the stages to come 

jong and pick them up, and they are subjected 
to innumerable other inconveniences readily to 
be reulized by stave travelers. Then we have 
about fifty more children in town who have got 
beyond the primary grade. These are compelled 
tw travel to Fordham, where the nearest gram- 
mar school Is situated. There is no direct road 
froin here to Fordham, and most of the chil- 
dren, those whose parents can afford it, have to 
go by way of the Harlem Road. Fordham 18 
more than three miles from here—from station 
to station—and the distance traveled by some of 
the children is close to ten miles a day. 

“We have signed petition after petition and 
gent them to the Board of Education, and finally 
we hela an indignation meeting, anda number 
of ns, headed by Mr. M. ©. Burton, went before 
the board and insisted —_ our rights in the 
matter. About two months ago they purchased 
& site for $4,200, and that’s the last we heard of 
it, with the exception of an exhibition of the 
plans. They provide for @ little frame four- 
room strneture to be used for primary school 
purpeses, They hayen’t put a spade into the 
ground yet, and probably won't until they are 
spurred on again. Even ie our larger and

The same state of affairs exists at Morris

children from the Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards daily cross the Harlem Bridge 
and brave the delays and dangers of travel, be- 
cause of the primitive facilities furnished by 
the Trustees to those who reside in the atinexed

OF NORWALK SUNK.

COLLISION IN THE RIVER NEAR BLACK- 
WELL’S ISLAND. 


The steamboat City of Norwalk was sunk 
early yesterday morning on the west side of 
Blackwell’s Island, opposite Sixty-ninth Street. 
The steamboat, under the command of Capt. 
Solomon Peck, was coming down the river from 
Norwalk with a mixed cargo of freight. When 
about opposite One Hundredth Street the Cap- 


tain noticed Tugboat No.4 ,of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad, with a 
transport, going up the river. 

The tug passed the steamboat all right, al- 
though they were pretty close together, but as 
the transport which was in tow was nearing the 
steamboat she was swung by the current and 
struck the City of Norwalk a heavy blow on the 
forward quarter on the port side. The blow 
crushed the steamer’s bow in and soon the 
steamboat was filling with water. Capt. Peck 
puton full steam and headed for Blackwell’s 
island and beached his boat on the west shore. 
The transport boat, which was loaded with 
freight cars, was uninjured. Capt. Peck says 
that he signaled the tug, but received no an- 
swer. 

Athigh tide the City of Norwalk was under 
water except the pilot house and the bow. 
When the tide was low the hull was visible. 
Karly yesterday forenoon the Chapman Derrick 
and Wrecking Company sent their tug Hustler 
to the steamboat, and all day yesterday their 
divers were taking out the cargo. 

The derrick Reliance was sent up late in the 
afternoon, but the Superintendent did not think 
that the boat could be raised before early this 
morning. 

The City of Norwalk is used as a freight steam- 
boat exclusively, and is owned by the New 
York and Norwalk Steamboat Company, of 
which John E. Hoffnaire is President. She was 
builtin 1862. She is valued now at $15,000, 
andis insured for $12,00U. She is 110 feet 
long, 24 feet wide, and draws 7 feet of water. 
The damage to the cargo and boat may amount 
to $8,000.
